People Not Panic Stricken, But 
General Opinion Expects 
a War with Bul- 
garia.

SALONICA, Oct. 10.—Our trip from Salz- 
burg to Salonica was interesting. In Bel- 
grade, where we arrived at 11 o’clock at 
night, although we were passing directly 
through the country, a tall, fierce looking 
officer, accompanied by a detachment of 
soldiers, boarded the train, woke us up, took 
our passports, and only returned them as we 
left the station at 4 o'clock in the morning. 

I stumbled out of the train, at Nisch, where 
I was to take a train for Salonica. I found 
that on account of the insurrection-grains 
passing through Macedonia only run during 
the daytime. My train did not start for the 
Turkish frontiergintil that night at 11 o'clock. 
It seems to be the delight of all oriental 
trains to start in the middle of the night, ahd 
land one at 4 
was the hour when we reached the Turkish 
frontier. 

Curiosity of the Turk. . | 

It was my desire to see what would happen 
to a foreigner traveling in Turkey who did 
not carry the prestige of a great newspaper 
at his back, and as my passpeft contained no 
information of the purpose of my visit to 
Turkey I was enabled to carry out my plan. 
As the train passed from Servia into Turkey 
my passport again was taken by a Servian 


official and handed over by him to a Turkish. 


official. Then my luggage was examined. A 
tew papers excited some suspicion, but other- 
wise I found no difficulty. In fact, for war 
time, when the railroad was in danger from 
the dynamite of Bulgarian patriots, it seemed 
to me that the examination was lax. Not so 
with my passport. Every few hours during 
ihe day a new official or officer came to view 
it. Evidently their curiosity had been 
aroused. 

“ Are you going to stay long at Salonica?’’ 
one asked me. : | 

* Yes,’’ I replied. he 


The next official asked: 


“What hotel will you stop at? You have 
business in Salonica?”’ 

“Yes "’ was the meager information which 
I purposely gave him. . 

It was only at the station at Salonica that 
the officer in charge of the train overpowered 
his curiosity.and broke away from ordinary 
eriental circumlocution, and asked point 
blank: ; 

What is your business?” 

“TI put an end to his uncertainty, if I did not 
udd to his comfort, by telling hin, that I was 
one of those feared but littlé liked individuals 
in Turkey who sent out news to the papers 
of the world. Since the days of the American 
McGahan, who changed the policy of Eng- 
land in regard to Turkey by his disclosures 
of Bulgarian atrocities, the Turk has little 
liking for newspaper men. | 

Soldiers Are Everywhere. 

The railroad to Salonica wound through 
the fertile valley. On each side the hills 
rose bare and bleak. Every vestige of wood 
has been cut off. At first there were a few 
soldiers, but from Uskub almost to Salonica 
the railroad is closely guarded. At every 


tunnel there was a company; at every bridge 


a considerable force; at every kilometer 
mark there were two or three Turks; and at 
the towns at least one battalion. Patrols 
were frequent,*and it appeared to me that 
this stretch of railroad is well guarded. 

It took us from 4 o'clock in the morning 
until 7 o’clock at night to get to Salonica. 
For mile after mile we passed soldiers and 
more soldiers. Well can I believe that Tur- 
key has 300,000 men in the fleld. 

I expected to find Salonica in a panic, for 
I had read the Viennese papers, but Salonica 
was quiet. There were soldiers at con- 
venient intervals, and all the public buildings 
and banks were closely guarded against 
dynamiters. One may walk unmouested at 
any time of the day or night. The insurrec- 


tion has only reached Salonica in the form | 
authority that the severest possible assault 


will be made on Charles M. Schwab, anda 


of the few Bulgarian patriots with dynamite 
who blew up the Ottoman bank: 

They asked me why all countries were 
opposed to them and answered their own 
question by: saying it was the religious ques- 
tion which had prejudiced the civilized world 
against them. They called attention to the 
fact that the Turkish legation in Servia had 
been stoned without producing any effect 
on the’ European press, and asked what 


would have been said if a foreign embassy 


had been stoned at Constantinople. They 
deny that any outrages occur except those 
naturally incident to a guerrilla campaign. 
They say the dynamiters are criminals even 
if they are Christians. 

Fix Blame on Russia. 


“Take Russia off our back,” they say, 
‘“‘where she sits, driving one after another 
the daggers of the revolt of our subject na- 
tions between our ribs, and we will show you 
that we can equal any civilized country." 

“How can Christian nations sympathize 


with dynamiters who blow up peaceful peo- 


ple,yburn ships, attack not armed forces but 
the innocent peasants, whose houses they 
purn?” I was asked. 

The Greeks here are wel! to do, and while 
not enthusiastic'in favor of the Turks they 


hate the Bulgarians. To any plan of reform 


which jeopardizes their propaganda in Mace- 
donia they will not agree, and the Bulgarian 
on his side wants the lion’s share. A young 
Greek said to me: 

“This guerrilla war is really between 
Greeks and Bulgarians. The best thing 
that can be done is for both pf us to leave 
the Turks in the valleys and go up on the 
mountains and fight it out by oursélves."’ 

Today I visited the field marshal! in com- 
mand of the Salonica army corps. He js a 
man of about 70, with a high forehead, thin 
face, and sharp gray eyes, which light up as 
he speaks. He talked to me of the religion 
of Iglam. He said it was the broadest re- 
ligion, because it recognized Christ and 
Moses as prophets, whereas other religions 
refused to recognize Mohammed. A Moslem, 


he said, might pray in any “church where

Shipyard Trust Receiver May Sue 
Schwab for $20,000,000. 


NEW JERSEY LAWS PERMIT. 


Result May Be Disastrous to Many Big 
Industrial Combines.

_New. York, Oct. 10.—[{Special.]—The sensa- 
tional litigation connected with the ship- 
yard trust has taken a turn which may have 
a serious effect on many of’the huge New 
Jersey corporations. Those who are attack- 
ing Charles M. Schwab will attemr* to have 
the courts assess him for the full difference 
between what he actually paid for his huge 
blocks of shipyard trust and its par value. 

| This attack will be made under the New 
Jersey corporation-act, and prominent law- 
yers declare that it can be done. Schwab 
was in ‘‘ on the ground floor” in the promo- 
tion, and the difference between par value 
and what he paid for his original $20,000,000 
in stock would be more than enough to place 
the shipyard trust on its feet. 

Inasmuch as many of the big trusts were 
promoted in a similar—if less wasteful— 
manner to the shipyard trust, this law would 
apply to them should they become insolvent. 
The decision in this respect will be watched 
for with the greatest interest. 

Many Attacks on Schwab. 

Tonight it was announced on the highest

The New Jersey corporation act makes 
the original stockholders liable to the debts 
of. the corporation. By “@ stock- 
holders are meant those who first received 
the stock from the company in return for 
cash payments or some value received, but 
who did not pay full par value. The stock 
in the shipyard trust is supposed to be non- 
‘assessable, but la 
trict say the New Jersey statute provides 
for assessing the original holders of the 
stock even when denominated “ unassess- 
able,”’ if it can be shown the par value of 
the stock never was received by the com- 
pany itself. 

It is declared that Untermeyer, counsel 
for the stockholders, will push this investi- 
gation into the affairs of the shipbuilding 
trust to the uttermost, because he believes 
a duty is owed to the public.

Serious Disaster Reported on 
Wilkesbarre and Eastern. 


DETAILS NOT YET AT HAND. 


Either Work or Passenger Cars Said 
to Have Gone Through Bridge. 


Scranton, Pa., Oct. 10.—[Specia].]—Reports 
reach here late tonight, apparently from well 
authenticated sources, that a train on the 
Wilkesbarre and Eastern railroad has gone 
through a bridge over Broadhead creek and 
that forty persons on board are drowned. 

The railroad officials here admit that the 
disaster has been reported to them by their 
telegraph operators, but say they have been 
unable to secure any details. Inquiry at 
Wilkesbarre by telephone: brought similar 
intelligence. . 

There are two.versions of the disaster 
story, which in some respects agree. One is 
that a gravel train went through the bridge 
over Broadhead creek and that forty sec- 
tion hands on board were drowned. 

‘The other version agrees with this except 
that it is stated that it was a passenger train 
and that some of the passengers were 
drowned, the number of victims not being 


given. 
All efforts to reach Stroudsburg by tele- 


graph or telephone so far have proved un- 


avalling. 


CHURCH WILL URGE PEACE 
UPON CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


Methodists Take Initiative and Other 
Denominations Are Expected to Fol- 
* low in Effort to Avert Strikes. 


New York, Oct. 10.—[Special. }~—The Meth- 
odist Episcopal church in America has de- 
cided to lend its efforts to thé settlement of 
labor troubles in this country. Bishop E. G. 
Andrews, who has an office in the Methodist 
building In Fifth avenue, is leading the move- 
ment, and he has hopes of interesting other 
denominations in it. 

If the present plans are a success an inter- 
denominational convention may be held next 
summer to elect a committee on labor and 
capital. 

Following the initiative of the Methodisis 
the Rev. Dr. R. 8. MacArthur of Calvary 
Baptist church announced today that he 
would bring the matter before the Baptist 
association at its meeting next week and 
make an effort to have that denomination co- 
eperate with other denominations in the set- 
tlement of strikes. 

Bishop Andrews, it was announced today, 
has appointed the following committee 
on labor and capital: The Revs. E. B. Craw- 
ford, H. F. Ward, J. A. J.. Whipple, H. C. 
Jackson, William C. Dixon, G. 8. Young, and 
Charlies D. Warren, all of the Aurora con- 
ference. This committee will meet soon in 
some of the larger cities to devise ways and 
means for meeting both employers and em- 
ployés on neutral ground to discuss the labor 
and capital questions dispassionately and at- 
tempt to make some definite point of agree- 
ment. Bishop Andrews will be, chairman 
of this committee. -

Organizer C. O. Pratt of 
the Amalgamated Association of Street Rali- 
way Employés did likewise, as did several 
other labor leaders. 

Should their demands be rejected, it is the 
intention of the men to call a meeting of the 
workers on every street railway system of 
the city, and of this meeting is expected to 
come a concerted movement to aid the south 
side men, should they strike. 


Many Eager to Strike. 

No more had the meeting been called than 
it developed the electric car employés were 
eater to take drastic action, the road having 
failed to grant the “closed"’ shop and a 
wage increase of 4 cents an hour to the 
electric men. 

The directors of the union told of their 
conferences with General Manager McCul- 
loch and announced that he had refused to 
raise wages, nor would he establish the 
“ closed” shop. Some of the radicals called 
for a strike vote at once, but the conserva- 
tives had the upper hand and the debate was 
prolonged for hours. 

Each car that passed the hall brought mem- 
bers of the union, and with each new arrival 
the discussions were reopened. At midnight 
members of the organization could not get 
into the hall on account of the crowd. 


Board Is Given Power. 

Shortly after midnight one of themembers 
moved that the executive board of the union 
be given power to visit General Manager 
McCulloch and notify him that he must 
grant the original demands of the men or 
“stand the consequences.” This plan was 
accepted by an almost unanimous vote, the 
opposition coming from those who wanted 
immediate action. 

The executive board has power to call a 
epecial meeting of the unton as soon as it 
deems it necessary. Its recommendations 
then will be considered and probably accept- 
ed. As a majority of the members of the 
union seem to favor a strike should their 
demands be rejected, the board is expected to 
advise such a struggle. 

Arrangements for the conference between 
General Manager McCulloch and the board 
wil! be made either today or tomorrow by 
President M. C. Buckley of the union. With 
the board will go Organizer Pratt. 

The plan of holding a massmeeting of all 
the street railway employés of the city to 
arrange for giving ald to the south side men 
was indorsed by officials of the unions in 
other sections of the city. It will be called 
by President Downing of the elevated road 
men, President Larkin of the Union Traction 
employés, and David Reed, who represents

From practically every town in this great 
area come reports of destruction. Large 
areas in cities have. been deeply flooded, 
bridges and houses swept away, and persons 
drowned in numbers that cannot be estimat- 
ed, because of the confusion, and late to- 


night there are constantly growing reports 
of loss of life and property at sea, 


Paterson in Extreme Danger. 
Paterson, N. J., is in extreme danger. The 
flooded river has reached such a stage that 
a horror similar to the Johnstown flood is 
apprehended. Heroic measures are being 
prepared to avert a catastrophy and the 
population is spending the night in keen ap- 
prehension. 

The passenger steamer City of Worcester 
is on the rocks in Long Island sound and 
efforts to rescue the passengers have béen 
balked by the sixty mile gale. 

The coast of Virginia is strewn with wrecks 
and great loss of life is feared. A number 
of seamen are known to have perished. 

Several communities have had their water 
supply, cut off by bursting dams, broken 
flumes, and @ scarcity jof food exists at many 
towns. ; 
Worst Yet to Come.

At Wood's Holl three men in a catboat were 
blown out to sea.

At ntic City the board walk was 
washed away, including 500 feet of pier. At 
Townsend's Iniet the big hotel is undermined 
and likely to collapse. The Délaware and 
Schuylkill rivers have overflowed their banks 
et Fairmount park. Philadelphia has been 
seriously damaged. 


Railroad Service Stopped. 
All factories along the riveir front at Tren- 
ton are flooded and through train service on 
the Pennsylvania railroad was utterly cut off 


until this afternoon. Six feet of water cov-— 


ered the tracks in the depot, and traine from 
Philedelphia ran as far as Bristol, Pa., where 
they were halted. From this city trains ran 
to the outskirts of Trenton. and between the 
two points the gap was filled with swirling 
waters. 

Three men lost their lives in the flood at 


Port Jervis, N. Y., where the suspension | 


bridge was swept away. One of those- 
drowned was Father Anronin, a Franciscan 
monk from Callicoon Depot, N. Y., who was 
on his way totakeatrainforhishome. An- 
other who was hurled into the water wasa 
cripple. He had an exciting struggle, but 
managed to grasp a piece of bridge timber 
and floated in shore. 

Tie Erie railroad reported that former 
President Cleveland was held up at Lorde- 
ville on Wis way home from Buffalo, where 
he had been attending the funeral of former 
Postmaster General Bissell. 

The Erie was unable to run trains from its 
Jersey City terminus more than twenty miles 
in any direction. The Lackawanna was e+ 
badly crippled, and abandoned its Sussex 


branch entirely. 
Danger to Bettleship. 

Great anxiety was expressed at the Brook- 
lyn navy yard for the battleship Massachu- 
setts. It is lying in dry dock No. 3 The 
sides of the inclosure showed signs of cay- 
ing in, and heavy timbers were used to shore 
up the weak places. Extra guards were 
kept in critical spots. 

Whole sections of the city are converted 
into-islands. The water is two feet higher 
than in the flood of March, 1902, but only 
one man has been drowned as far as re- 
ported. 

Destroys $840,000 in Currency. 

Freshets between here and Philadelphia 
had an effect on the business of the United 
States subtreasury today. Part of the usual 
daily consignment of new currency from 
Washington, which was received this morn- 
ing. was found to be soaked with Delaware 
river water. It was so injured it was de- 
cided to return it to the capital. The total 
consignment was about $3.000,W00 and the 
amount sent as unusable was about $40,000 
in silver certificates and $500,000 in gold cer- 
tificates. The bills were so wet the colors 
ha@ run on some of them. 

Ruin in Other Cities. 

Passaic suffered grievously. Wallington, 
Duttonville, and Garfield suburbs are sub- 
merged, and houses are floating in the flood, 
The loss sustained in the Passaic environs 
is expected to exceed $1,000,000, 

Along the Passaic and Ramapo valleys, 
Rutherford, Athenla, Ridgewood, and Lynd- 
hurst are practically submerged. At Athenia 
the mills under construction are demolished. 
At Rutherford the dam restraining the water 
supply »burst, inundating the city.

| Where News Is Scarce. 
Speaking of Zion's paper, I met its real 
head, Deacon Arthur Newcomb, a clean, intel- 
ligent young man, to whom Dowie has dele- 
gated practically all the editorial work done 
in Zion. He is a graduate of Ripon college 
and was a newspaper man before he was 
converted to Dowieism, and, as a new 

man, he told mea “ hard luck story.” 

“TIT suppose you think our papers bad from 
hewspaper point of view,” - he asked. 
* Well, look over the situation. We have 
been here over two years in Zion City. Dur- 
ing that time we have never had a fight, o 
row, a social scandal, any litigation inside of 
Zion, no police court, no drunkenness, and 
practically no social happenings. How would 
you get up your kind of a newspaper here? 
We take a different plan. Our paper is a 
printed testimonial meeting. It is edited 
down to the masses. We have here in Zion 
seventy different nationalities. Many of them 
know but little English. We use the short- 
est, simplest, and purest Anglo-Saxon words. 
Most of the converts have been reached 
through ‘ Leaves of Healing.’ I know of no 
other religious paper that even claims or 
aims to convert people—we do.” 

We were eating fruit at luncheon, when 
Dowie revealed another glimpse of himself. 
Lapsing into quaint, gentle Scotch brogue, 
he told of a vine covered home in Australia 
and of his old Scotch mother giving fruit 
to the children who looked longingly in 
through the vines. “I would say to her: 
* Mother. ye wil] fill the bairns sae fu’ o' fruit 
they canna carry hame their beskits.’”"” 


Early Life in Scotland. | 
to speaking of his earlier life 
“ We were deeply religious,” 


said, “ and the bible was our law. Our home 
life was simple and sincere. Then! went out 
to Australia. Many stories have been told of 
what I did there. I prospered in business. 
You (Dowie has an embarrassing way of 
charging the reporter directly with all the 
sins of the newspapers) once said that I 
amounted to nothing out there. Well, the 
then premier of New South Wales, Sir Henry 
Parks, once offered me the portfolio of min- 
ister of education.

Why He Calls Himself Elijah. 

I asked Dowie regarding his title, Elijah 
the Restorer, and this is what he told me: 

“The name is not a title; it is reality. I 
firmly believe, in common with tens of thou- 
sands of my followers, that I have been sent 
by God, ‘in the spirit and power of Elijah,’ 
as the third and last manifestation of that 
prophet. 

“The first manifestation was in Elijah 
(which means Jehovah is my God) twenty- 
eight centuries ago, when the worship of 
Baal was triumphant in ael. This was 
Elijah the Destroyer. 

“ The second manifestation was in the per- 
son of John the Baptist (Matthew x., 13-14). 
“He was Bilijah the Preparer. 
“The third manifestation of Elijah is in 
my person, of whom Christ spoke, after John 
the Baptist’s death, when he admitted the 
correctness of the rabbinical contention, 
‘Blijah must first come,’ saying: ‘ Elijah 

indeed cometh and shall restore all things.’ 

“tT am Bilijah the Restorer.” 

Until then I had intended to speak with 
Dowle regarding doubts as to his own hon- 
esty expressed by “ outsiders.” That set- 
tied it. One cannot listen to Dowte and doubt 
his sincerity of belief in himself and his work. 
If he has “ hypnotized his followers,” as his 
ertuecs claim, he has doubly hypnotized him- 


Zion as a Political Power. 


* Zion is becoming, more and more, a great 
political power.” remarked Elijah the Re- 
storer. leaning back in his chair and resum-~- 
ing a conversational tone. “ We hold the 

of power between the two great par- 

ties in Chicago, and we may soon hoid the bal- 
ance of power elsewhere. We do not abuse 
that power—we use it for good. Zion voted 
unanimously for President McKinley. Carter 
Harrison made us promises—which were not 
kept—and we voted for him and ¢lected him. 
The next time he promised us he would make 
Joe Kipley chief. of lice, and Kipley 
mised me—and I believe he was honest— 
he would clean out the hell holes of Chi- 


cago. We voted again for Harrison and 
elected him. He broke his promise. ) 

* You remember my litigation with Steven- 
son over the lace mills. Judge Tuley de- 
cided against me. Judge Tuley was wrong, 
but we refused to abide by his decision and 
tried to take an appeal. Stevenson set- 
tled with our tawyers out of court, 
The democrats, in the last election, 
offered Tuley to me as a_ sacrifice, 
O, the misery of it! The mockery of that 
friendship that makes possible this human 
offering for votes. I did not want any polit- 
ical corpse served up to satisfy my just an- 
noyance against Tuley. Had I told of that 
betore election Mr. Graeme Stewart would 
bave been elected. Sometimes I have regret- 
ted that I did not tell.”’ 

Dowie turns from the rhapsodies of a 
fanatical religious leader to the keen, incis- 
ive speech ofa political boss or to the shrewd 
talk of a captain of industry with bewillder- 
ing rapidity, and yet he keeps them ai! in 
their place. I had been through his great 
lace mill and his big candy factory, so we 
spoke of them. 


Origin of His Candy Factory. 


“The candy factory just happened,” he 
said, “We had among our people a candy 
maker. A year ago he was making candy 
in a little tent over across Shiloh boulevard 
there. I found that my children (he speaks 
always of all the children of Zion as ‘his 
children") were eating candy, that they 
would eat candy, and that most of the candy 
they ate was impure. So we started our 
candy factory. We have trained our peo- 
ple to make candy. The girls take to it 
naturally and it is nice work. Candy is on 
every table in Zion at all times. We find 
that the children eat less of it when it is 
always there to be eaten.”’ 

That candy factory employs over 300 work- 
ers and turns out tons of candy, all made 
from pure materials. It is delicious candy 
and all grades are made. The factory can- 
not supply the demand. When it first start- 
ed on a big scale two traveling men were 
sent out. y were recalled in a few weeks 
and since then the Zion candy factory never 
has been able to catch up with its orders. 

The persons employed are paid approxi- 
mately 20 per cent more than under the union 
scale demanded by the workers recently de- 
feated in Chicago, and the dipping is ar- 
tistic and workmanship more perfect than 
that in the union candy factories of Chicago. 
Yet a year ago only one man in Zion City 
knew how to make candy, | 


Spread of Lace Making Industry. 

Lace making is Zion's chief industry. The 
big quadrangular, two storied lace factory 
covers several acres of ground. I asked 
Dowie who had opposed him when he im 
ported his lace machinery and his skilled 
workmen who taught the toilers of Zion 
how to work the huge looms, handle the in- 
tricate masses of threads, and make lace. 

“J wish we knew,” he said. The Notting- 
ham manufacturers, of course, tried to pre- 
vent the establishment of this industry in 
America. They knew that the machinery 
used in making the famous Nottingham laces 
was old and out of date and that in lace as 
in everything else America would beat them 
But there weré other powers that tried to 
prevent the establishment of the mills and 
then tried to wreck the industry. We know 
who ed those powers; we do not 
know who was the power behind the perse- 


cution. Never mind. We have beaten them. 
We can, when our plant is fully equipped 
and enough workers trained to handle the 
machinery, export lace to the British markets 
and undersell the Nottingham manufacturers. 
We make better lace than they, first because 
we have wore intelligent workers; second, be- 
cause we have Lelier machinery and, third, 
but not least, we have perfect power. Our 
looms are run by electricity appiled direct, 
theirs by belts and pulleys. The result is we 
produce perfect and perfectly even lace, while 
theirs ig uneven. 

“The general manager of Zion lace indus- 
tries reported to me that. after we had been’ 
making lace for eight months. selling none, 
he sent out a small force of traveling sales- 
men. In a little over a month he ordered 
them home. The factory was sold out clean. 
Since then we never have been able to catch 
up.” 

His Opinion of Other Religions. 

Presently, after we had discussed sports, 
and Elijah the restorer had told meof “ win- 
ning" his son at croquet, we spoke of other 
religions. In Zion the word “ beating” is 
discarded and the word winning substituted. 
It smacks less of bitter strife, according 
to their ideas. We spoke of the religious 
movements of the world in the past. Dowie’s 
tolerance struck me. ~ He spoke of the Sal- 
vation army. 

“The day of the Salvation army as a sav- 
ing agency. as a force toward the salva- 
tion of souls, is over. It has resolved 
itself into a well organized charttable in- 
stitution which is doing a most commenda- 
ble ‘work along charitable lines. That Is 
the Salvation army's fleld, but the name is 
misleading. Still, it is doing good tn the 
world, and all forces that do good in the 
world and at the same time do not seek 
the injury of others we must commend, 

“ We feel no rancor, no bitterness toward 
our enemies. Sometimes we are forced to 
spank them and chastise them when they 
interfere with us, but that Is all. We seek 
only peace, and strife is hateful.” 


Explains His Healing Power. 

I touched upon dangerous ground, healing 
by faith, and I found the general overseer 
ready tc explain, reedy to understand why 
persons outside Zion are skeptical. patient, 
and forbearing. ! advanced the theory that, 
as Zion is healthily situated, supplied with 
pure water from deep artesian wells, per- 
fectly drained, and with all offal carried 
away without delay for use as fertilizer on 
the farms, cures could be effected that 
seemed impossible, especially as Zion places 
cleanliness not next to godliness but equal 
to godliness—in fact, part of godliness, and 
requires all to observe the common rules of 
health and abstinence. 

“That will not explain it,” Dowte smiled 
tolerantly. “God will not heal a person 
who neglects his body, his soul, or his spirit. 
Faith makes all things possibile, and to God 
nothing is impossible. Words will not con- 
vince you. I do not wonder at your skep- 
ticism. All my followers once were skeptics 
until they saw. Deacon, when you go for 
a drive, show him instances of what God 
has done. Dowte has done nothing. Dowte 
is nothing. Dowie is but an instrument 
chosen of God for this work because in me, 
perhaps, he found good materia! for the 
work he meant me to do. Dowie has cured 
nobody. He claims no part of the credit.

They found that the 
negroes belonging to it were not entirely sat- 
isfied, as many of them were forced to.join 
locals of the general organization controlled 


a local of their own. 

President Herman Lilien of the joint ex- 
ecutive council of the union refused this on 
the ground that he could not allow more than 
four locals in the city. The negroes then 
went before the Chicago Federation of La- 
bor, and after an exciting session were re- 
fused a stparate local. They next obtained 
a state charter and affiliated themselves with 
the American Protective association. 

Since then the two organizations have been 
at war. Men have been assaulted because 
they would not withdraw from the negro

Gunton, Ia., Oct. 10.—[Special.]—Senator 
William B. Allison spoke here tonight on the 
ghief issues in the campaign and made, 
smong. other things, a clear and forcible 
exposition of the trust situation in the Unit- 
ef States at the present time. 

The senator pointea out that the assump- 
tion that if all so-called trust made goods 
were placed on the free list the trusts would 
be abolished was a false and untenable one. 
Hie pointed out how American trade had been 
built up by tariffs and how impossible it 
would be to abolish them.

share of the speaker's attention, and he 
said that in his opinion it ranked next in im- 
nee to the tariff and was equally ma- 
jigned and abused by democrats, who were 
opposed to existing conditions working for 


prosperity: 

In opening his speech Senator Allison said 
that the campaign in lowa this year was 
remarkably devoid of state issues because of 
the fact that the Cummins administration 
Wad been so efficient that there was no op- 

unity for criticism. In fact, he said the 
democrats in their convention had by impli- 
eition complimented the governor and the 
other state officials. 


Reviews Growth of Trusts.

cuit court, the grand jury began a sweeping 
investigation today of the lynching of the 
colored school teacher, David S. Wyatt, in 
this city on the night of June 6 last. 

The first witnes examined in the investiga- 
tion was Frank A. Behymer, a Belleville 
newspaper man, who was before the jury 
for over two hours this afternoon. It could 
not be ascertained what was the gist of 


Mr. Behymer’s testimony, but inasmuch as 


his newspaper severely censured certain 
members of the mob at the time of the 
forcing of the jail; hanging of Wyatt, and 
then burning his body, it is predicted that 
his evidence wili result in indictments being 
returned against certain members of the 
mob. 

More than fifty leading citizens, known to 
have witnessed the hanging and subsequent 
burning of Wyatt's body, have been sum- 
moned to appear as witnesses before the 


grand jury.

Makes First of Series of .Spdeches in 
Ohio Republican Campaign at 
Akron—Declares Abolition of Tariff 
Would Work Great Injury to Amer- 
iean Industries, and That Our Mar- 
kety Must Be Protected Against In- 
vasion of Foreign Goods.

LABOR BANK RAID A JOKE, 


OFFICERS OF LOCAL INSTITUTIONS 
SAY KIDD IS “ KIDDING.” » 


Few Savings Accounts in Chicago Con- 
trolled by Members of Unions, Rec- 
ords Show, Majority Being Small 
Business People an@ Salaried 


Workers—Smaller Ones Largely in 


Hands of Women—Statistics Shor 
Halt Is Held in New York. 


According to Chicago savings bank officials 
the financial situation is still safe, notwith- 
standing the threat of Thomas I. KTdd, vice 
president of the American Federation of La- 
bor, that some $300,000,000 might be with- 
drawn from banks on account of suits for 
damages being brought against labor unions. 

Mr. Kidd’s prediction that if savings de- 
positors in the ranks of organized laborers 
did their worst they could break banks by 
the score didn’t create the profound impres- 
sion among the banks that might have been 
expected. On the contrary, there was a pro- 
nounced disposition to smile pleasantly and 
say that Mr. Kidd was “ kidding.”’ 


Few Union Men Have Accounts. 


Even worse than that, at one of the banks 
which has something over 60,000 savings 
Gépositors, it was asserted that there were 
no accounts of consequence owned by de- 
positors understood to belong to the ranks 
of organized labor. When it was suggested 
the official must be speaking lightly, he de- 
clared he spoke from the records of the bank. 

At another institution presumed to have 
the kind of accounts Mr. Kidd talked about, 
it was said such depositors were few. An- 
other savings bank which has been in exist- 
ence a number of years said it had no such 
accounts. 

So far as could be learned from bank of- 
ficials savings depositors come from what 
they designate the middle class,’' including 
persons in, business for themselves and in 
galaried positions. It is these accounts which 
run up and make the average of deposits. 


Largely in Women’s Hands. 

One of the savings banks suggested that in 
the case of depositors whose accounts were 
small they were controlled by. women. It: 
was the women and not the men who held 
the pass books and deposited and drew out 
the funds. “According to this bank it would 
be the women who would have to be dealt 
with, and he didn’t think they would take 
their savings out of a secure depository 
where interest was being drawn to secrete 
them in the home. At this bank it was said 
further that the small depositors used the 
bank to hold their savings against a future 
definite outlay. For instance, it would be for 
insurance, or for building, and the money 
never reached a considerable sum. 

As to labor unions and representatives of 
unions having $300,000,000 In savings depos- 
its, the statement received no credence. It 
was asserted that Mr. Kidd might have 
voluminous information about the strike 
business, but his views on the ways of sav- 
ings depositors were thought of little weight. 


Savings Benk Statistics. : 
Mr. Kidd’s view of things served to recall 


something about the volume of savings de- 
posits in the United States. In 1902 total sav- 


.ings deposits in this country were $2,750,177,- 


200. This was divided among 6,666,672 depos- 
itors. The average for each account was 
$412.53. 

It is estimated that there are about 4,000,000 
members of unions in the United States. If 
all members of unions had accounts they 
would constitute two-thirds of all the sav- 
ings depositors In the United States. After 
deducting two-thirds of the total savings, or 
$1,600,000,000, controlled by the representa- 
tives of labor unions there would be left 
$800,000,000 for the rest of the population of 
the United States. 

As a matter of statistics the savings de- 
posits of the state of New York in 1902 were 
$1,051,000,000, or half the total of the entire 
country. Another $500,000,000 is held in the 
New England states, and the remainder of 
the total of $2 760,000,000 is scattered 
out the country. 

Deposits of all kinds in the banks of the | 
United States were estimated in 1902 to be 
$9,950,000,000, of which, as Indicated, $2,750,- 
000,000 was in savings deposits. In Chicago 
the total amount of savings deposits is $103,- 
595,698.

SEE TRICK IN PERMITS. 


Aldermen Suspicious of Latest 
Request Though Judge Ex- 
plains the Object. 


The firet step toward the ultimate submis- 
sion to the people of traction franchise le 
lation will be taken tomorrow evening, when 
an ordinance will be introduced in the city 
council calling for the reference of the 
Mueller law to the voters at the next general 
election. 


Now that the franchise ordinance for the 


Chicago City railway has been drawn and 
the discussion of specific terms between city 
and corporation ig at hand the demand of the 
municipal ownership advocates is strong for 
an immediate settlement of the referendum 
‘question. The Mueller law still is to be sub- | 
mitted to the.people and there are many who 
believe it should be adopted in advance of 
any traction legislation. 

With a view to placing the question formal- 
ly before the public Ald. Foreman secured the 
passage of an order directing the corporation 
counse] to draft an ordinance on the refer- 
endum. Maj. Tolman yesterday completed 
the instrument. which is short and to the 
point. It contains merely an indorsement 
of the Mueller law by the city council and 
ordains that the statute be submitted to the 
voters at the next general election. 


Fear Trap in Latest Move. 


The feeling is growing stronger about the 
city hall that the Union Traction company 
will be denied its application for permits to 
install trolleys on parts of its’ cable system. 
The most significant opinion expressed so far 
was that of Ald. Bennett, who said: 

“I do not.see how the city can grant any 
of those permits without théreby handing 
over the streets to the traction company 
during the two or.three years that would pass 


before the litigation over the ee 


year act could ie settled.” 


Deny Any Plot in Move. | 

Judge Grosscup and General Counsel Gur- 
ley declared during the day that there is no 
traction plot underlying the application. The 
fudge said that only an improvement of 
facilities was desired and the city was at 
liberty to grant as much or as little as it 
desired. Mr. Gurley Insists the installation 
of trolleys on cable lines will not mean that 
the cable in any way will be superseded. 

* We have asked permits to install trolleys 
on parts of six cable lines,”’ said Mr. Gurley. 

* In each case you will see by reference to 
the map that we will connect electric lines 
now separated and wil] be able to run cars 
through from outlying sections to the down- 
town district. The cable trains also will 
run as at present, but with electric cars thus 
running nearer downtown they will be re- 
iieved of much traffic which is now burden- 
some.”’

CITY NBBDS NEW SCHOOLS 


NEW FINANCIAL ADMINISTRA- 
TION OF BOARD FOR REFORM. 


Says 10,000 Children Are Now Housed 
in Ill Ventilated, Poorly Lighted, 
Rented Quarters — Building Sites 
Committee Held Derelict in Not 

' Keeping Up with Growing Popula- 
tion—Principals Urged to Prevent 
Any Evasion of Child Labor Law.

The new financial administration of the 
board of education contemplates immediate 
relief for the 10,000 schoo! children now 
housed in poorly ventilated, badly lighted, 
rented quarters. Steps will be taken at once 
to have the rented quarters put in better 
condition for winter, and the city council will 
ybe asked soon to concur in an appropriation 
of $250,000 for new schoo! Buildings. 
. The site committee of the school board is 
charged in certain quarters with having been 
delinquent in performing its duty in the mat- 
ter of providing room for the school popula- 
tion, and it is understood that it will be dis- 
solved this week and a new committee ap- 


pointed. 
Must Raise the Money. 

“Every possible effort to secure new sites 
and erect buildings to get the thousands of 
school children out of the rented quarters, 
some of which are poorly ventilated and 
insanitary will be made at once,” declared 
Chairman Edwin F. Rowland of the new 
finance committee. “ The city council will 
be asked for about $250,000. It is imperative 
that the money be raised somehow. The 
architect’s office will be run overtime until 
the children are properly provided for. The 
children must be the first concern.’”’ 

Former Chairman Joseph Downey of the 
buildings and grounds committee gays that 
owing to the labor troubles, the operations of 
the pools and the advanced prices of build- 
ing materials every school costs at least 
$1,000 more a room than formerly. 

. “I mean by that,” said Mr. Downey, “ that 
a twenty-two room schoo! building will now 
cost the public $22,000 more than it would 
have cost a‘'few months ago.”

YACHTSMEN WANT NEW RULES. 


Yacht Racing Union of the Great Lakes 
Discusses Changesinthe Twenty- 
one Foot Cabin Class. 


_ Proposed changes in the rules governing 
races for the Lipton cup in the twenty-one 
foot cabin class were discussed at a meet- 
ing of the council of the Yacht Racing Union 
of the Great Lakes, held at the Wellington 
hotel yesterday. | 

The representatives of the Columbia Yacht 
club of Chicago proposed the adoption of 
restrictions which have governed their races 
in this class during the last season. The 
specifications proposed by the Columbia 
Yacht club permit yachtsmen to build boats 
of this class at a cost much below that of 
boats built under the present specifications. 

The coun¢il is composed of three members 
from each of the yacht racing assocfations 
which form the union—the| Lake Michigan 
association, the Interlake association of 
Lake Erie, Lake St. Clair, and the Detroit 
river, and the Lake Yacht Racing associa- 
tion of Lake Ontario. | i 

The following members of the council were 
present at the meeting—E. P. Warner, A. 
Starr, and Edward T. Baicom of the Lake 
Michigan association, George Owen of Ham- 
iiton and Temple McMurric¢c of Toronto, of 
the Ontario association; and 8. O. Richard- 
son of Toledo and John A. Rathbone of De- 
troit, representing the Interlake association. 

The morning session was taken up by dis- 
cussion of the proposed amendment. 

After several hours of discussion it was 
decided that the twenty-one foot class be 
not adopted. There is likely to be much 
agitation in its favor, however, and it is 
thought it may be adopted at some future 
meeting when there is a full attendance of 
the Lake Erie delegates, Otherwise there 
may be a general secession movement from 
the Y. R. U. and a formation of an associa- 
tion which will sanction thig popular class. 
‘There were several changes made in the 
¥. R. U. rules, but the most amusing feature 
of the meeting was the request made fora 
decision as to what constituted a center- 
board and a keel yacht under them. A 
committee was appointed to take the matter 
up and decide, as yachtsmen, with the few 
boats built under them, are finding ways 
to get around the new rules, a thing the 
proposers had claimed was impossible.

MAJOR DELMAR AND LOU DILLON 
po I. 


Former, Driven by Owner Smathers, 
Trots a Mile in 2:03%, and Is Fol- 
lowed by the Latter, Which Negoti- 
ates the Distance in 2:01% on a 
Slow Track—Prince Alert Paces to 
Sulky in 1:509%—Regular Racing Is 
Featureless.

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 10.—[{Special.)—All 
previous records made by trotters to wagon 
went glimmering this afternoon, when Lou 
Dillon and Major Delmar, the only two min- 
ute trotters, got after them, the mare doing 
the distance in 2:01%, while Delmar’s time 
was 2:03%. 

The weather conditions were anything but 
favorable, a cold north wind preventing a 
sustained effort by any horse at an extreme 
rate of speed, while the track, on account 
of recent rains and being raced over before 
it was in prime shape, was hard and dull. 
Good judges in such matters estimated that 
three seconds was little enough to allow in 
favor of the champion trotters in their trials, 
and all agreed that Lou Dillon's mile was a 
world beater in every respect. 

The time trials of the two trotters and that 
of the pacer, Prince Alert, who went a mile 
in 1:50%, were the only relieving features 


. of an otherwise uninteresting day, and they 


were deferred until after the regular pro- 
gram had been disposed of. All the horses 
were warmed up by slow miles, Dillon and 
Delmar taking theirs to sulky. Each was, 
introduced to the big crowd, as was Dan 
Patch, who paraded on the home stretch to 
halter. 3 
Smathers Drives Major Delmar. 


Major Delmar was the first to go, his own- 
er, E. E. Smathers, in the wagon. The geld- 
ing appeared to be in prime condition, and 
was paced by a runner driven by George 
Spear, no wind shield of the late pattern 
being used, but simply a strip of canvas, 
which could in no way help the horse. He 
went to the quarter in :31, the half in 1:01, 
the three-quarters in 1:31%, and came home 
in 2:03%. The last half was done in 1:02%, a 
perceptible slackening of speed when com- 
pared with the first half of the journey, but 
still the mile was three-quarters of a second 
better than had ever been done by a trotter 
to wagon, the best previous performance 
being the 2:04% of Lou Dillon at Cleveland 
not long ago. 

When Lou Dillon, driven by Mr. Billings. 
came out it was felt that she was up against 
a hopeless task, Major Delmar’s mile being 
justly regarded as a remarkable one. As he 
is a big, sturdy horse, the general opinion 
was that he could better overcome the handi- 
cap of a cold day anda slow track than could 
the little mare. but she was never better 
in her life. | 

Doc Tanner drove the runner that pre- 
ceded Lou Dillon, and while he had a shield 
hanging from the sulky, {t was made of wire, 
and could therefore act only as a dirt catcher 
and in no way break the force of the wind. 


Mare Is Fast and True. 


When the word was given the chestnut 
mare sped away strong and true, reaching 
the quarter pole in thirty-one seconds, ex- 
actly the same time taken by Delmar for 
that part of the journey. Turning into the 
backstretch her speed was unabated, and 
without the encouragement of whip or voice 
she trotted steadily on to the half, and as the 
watches registered 1:01 it was seen that 
again she had just equaled Delmar’s work. 
But from this point to the wire the pace was 
simply terrific. The third quarter was done 
in :29%, and down the homestretch came the 
mare with a perfectly true stroke. As the 
last turn was made Tanner pulled still closer 
to the pole with his runner and the mare 
swung out towards the middle of the track 
alongside of the second runner. In view of 
the wonderful speed shown to this point it 
was thought there would be a perceptible 
slowing up on the part of the great trotter, 
but such was not the case, as she stepped 
the final quarter in :31, making the mile in 
the unprecedented time of 2:01%. 

She had trotted the last half in 1:00%, just 
two seconds faster than Delmar had done 
the same distance a few minutes before, and 
her final quarter was a full second faster 
than his. The result was conclusive, leaving 
no manner of doubt as to which trotter is 
the better, and indicates that in the race for 
the Memphis gold cup between the two great 
trotters, when horse will be pitted against 
horse instead of trotting to beat the watch, 
Lou Dillon will again prove her superiority. 
Horsemen tonight predict that Lou Dillon, 
under favorable conditions, will trot a mile 
to sulky well below two minutes before the 
season ends, and Mr. Billings and his friends 
are naturally jubilant over the great triumph 
of today. 

Prince Alert Does Well. 


Prince Alert’s mile was in every respect a 
grand one, and, coming as it did between 
those of the famous trotters, was received 
with enthusiasm. It is but half a second 
below that of Dan Patch, and as the big 
wind shield was discarded today there can 
be no caviling on the ground that unfair 
means were used to insure a great mile. His 
quarters were -:301%4; 1:00; 1:29%; 1:5914—mak- 
ing the last half of the mile :59%. 

There was not much spirit to the regular 
racing; the four top heavy favorites won as 
they liked, the only event in which the trick* 
was not done in straight heats being the 
2:06 pace, in the first heat of which Terrace 
Queen made a break and lost so much ground 
that Cubanola, off in front, was able to beat 
her home. After that the brown mare had 
things her own way. The only incident in 
the race was that the judges ordered Frank 
Ervin to remove from Riley B.’s harness an 
electric contrivance, supposed to make the 
horse go faster than usual when the current 
is turnedon.

ond of the Season’s “ Big 
Nine” Games. 


RESULT SATISFIES STAGG 


Visitors’ Ends Play Well; Schnar 
Makes Long Gains; Parry 
Is Hurt. 


In a game marred by excessive fumbling 
but otherwise. full of steady and consistent 
playing—at times brilliant and nearly always 
encouraging—the University of Chicago yes- 
terday defeated Purdue by the score of 22 


to 0. » 
' The game was the second “ big nine ”’ con- 
test played on the local gridiron this year. 
The score is considerably less than the 33 to 0 
of last fall, but there is no gloom in the Mid- 
way camp on that account. Stagg says he 
is satisfied with the showing of his men, and 
the Chicago rooters are rejoicing over the fine 
individual work and the generally good team 
play exhibited. The fumbling and the other 
faults they cheerfully leave to “ the oldman” 
to corrett. 

In meeting Purdue on the gridiron Chicago 
was pitted against the strongest eleven which 
the local team has yet played, and Stagg sent 
into the field the best varsity he could make 
up. With the exception of the injured Ahti- 
swede, whose place at left guard was taken 
by Gale, all the veterans were in the game. 


Fumble After Crossing Goal Line. 

Of Chicago's four scores three were made 
in the first half, Bezdek, the cannon ball, be- 
ing responsible for two, and Schnur scoring 
the other. One other should have been 
recorded for Chicago, but Bezdek fumbled 
the ball after crossing the Indiana team’s 
goal line and Purdue secured a touchback. 
In the second half Schnur made the only 
score. Fumbling and loafing prevented Chi- 
cago from adding to the tally. 

In the making of his two touchdowns 
“ Billy ” Schnur appeared as the bright ster 
of the Chicago team—and great was his 
showing throughout the entire. -His first 
touchdown—the second of the game~—was the 
result of a sixty yard run through the whole 
Purdue team, made possible by the fine inter-

After the first score had been made—it was 
Bezdek who made it—Hlisworth kicked off 
behind Purdue’s goal line.

Aside from a twenty-five yard run by 
Schnur, which he made through Furr, a 
twenty-five yard run back of a kickoff by 
Eckersall, and a remarkable twenty-two 
yard end run from tackle by Ellsworth, 
Schnur’s two races to the goal were the only 
long gains of the game. : ae 

Parry Strains an Arm. 

Chicago's other gains were made chiefly 
by short plunges and bucks by the backs, 
Bezdek being always in evidence. A play 
which Stage’s men used occasionally*and at 
times successfully—was that of allowing the 
tackles to carry the ball. The first time this 
was tried Parry gained “nine yards, but 
strained his arm, and had to be removed 
from the game. Ellsworth, when he got the 
ball fast enough, was able to gain consistent- 
ly around the opposite end. Burrows also 
made some gains. 

Quarter back runs, which had been ex- 
pected to prove a feature of the play, were 
absent. Several times Eckersall tried to gain 
thus, but only once or twice was he suc- 
cessful. Purdue’s ends were on the watch 
for the old Hyde Parker, and not infrequent- 
ly stopped him without gain. But if he did 
not show up prominently in advancing the 
ball himself, Eckersall was a wonder at in- 
terference, at getting down under Elisworth’s 
punts and running the team fast’ and 
smoothly. 

Center Has Sore Hand. 

The fumbling which was such a blemish on 
Chicago's playing was largely due to Hill, 
whose passing of the ball was irregular. 
With a sore hand Hill would either get the 
ball away too low or too high, which effect- 
ively prevented clean handling on the part 
of the quarter. Aside from this fault, which 
will be corrected, Hill played a strong game, 
breaking through continually, especially on 
defense. 

On defense, in fact, all of Chicago's line 
showed up well. Only once was Purdue able 
to gain hs distance, when on the first play 
after the kickoff following Chicago's third 
score, Zimmerman got around Spelk for ten 
yards. ‘The Harvard tandem was a distinct 
failure. it was worked by drawing back 
Allen and aiming the attack at center. The 
best it could gain, however, was one yard, 
and after.a few unsuccessful attempts Pur- 
due gave it up. Chicago’s linemen—notablily 
Burrows—dld good work in breaking up plays 
and in helping the man with the ball as he 
went through. 


Purdue’s Good Points. 


Of Purdue it can be said the Indiana team 
was made up of husky men who were In fine 
condition and who played good. football. 
Again and again was Chicago forced to 
punt, and occasionally. the ball was taken 
away from.the local team on downe. Pur- 
due’s ends and smashing halves were hard 
to beat. Powell, who played left end, was 
star on getting down under punts. 

One particularily interesting penalty was 
imposed during the play. During the first 
half, when Chicago had the ball on Purdue’s 
forty yard line, Eckersall tried a drop kick. 
The ball sailed true and the rooters were al- 
ready counting another score, when the offi- 
clals brought the oval back to a point five 
yards behind the line from which Eckersall 
kicked it. Speik had been behind the Chi 
cago line, and as the team was on the “check- 
erboard ” seven men were required to be in 
line. The penalty was imposed by McCor- 
nack, the head linesman, the first time « 
linesman on Marshall fleld has asserted the 
new authority given him by the modified 
rules.

ROME, Oct. 10.—Pius X. rises early. When 
his valet, Siti, enters the pope’s bedroom a 
little after 5 o’clock the pope is almost al-. 
Ways up. reciting his breviary. At 6 o’clock 
he celebrates mass ina little oratory arranged 


Immediately after the elevation of the papal | 


throne. The oratory is quickly described. 
Opposite the window is a wooden altar. 
Above it, fastened to the wail, is an ivory 
, crucifix. Six bronze candlesticks are placed 
* on either side of the modest taberrfacle, 
which is of carved wood and gilded. The 
altar rests on a rug which covers half the 
room. In this, besides the priedieu, is a gild- 
ed chair and wardrobe utensils, and right 
from the middle of the oratory hangs a chan- 
deler of exquisite Murano glass. The furni- 
ture of the oratory is quiet but tasteful. 


Celebrates a Mass Daily. 


Since the day of his coronation Pius X. 
has never failed to say mass. The day after 
his elevation, as the oratory was not ready, 
it was thought the pope Would abstain from 
celebration, but with the modesty which 
characterizes him he declared he would cele- 
brate mass as a cardinal, and did. Going into 
the picture gallery he said mass at one of 

erected for the use of the con- 


clave. 

When Pius X. says mass he ‘usually is 
served by his private secretary. Mass lasts 
half an hour. Then, having removed his 
vestments, the pope kneels and listens de- 
voutly to a mass of thanksgiving. 

Next the pope breaks his fast with a cup 
of coffee merely. The morning passes quick- 
ly. If the heat is not too great Pius X. goes 
down into the gardens where he likes to walk, 
stopping to enjoy the coolness of shady paths, 
or to look at the magnificent flower beds, 
with their countless variety of plants. 

Meanwhile he chats with the chamberlain 
on duty or with the officer of the Guardia 
Nobile. 

The holy father never fails to go and pray 
in the grotto of Our Lady of Lourdes. He 
has taken special care to do so these last 
few days, as he wishes to associate himself 
with the spirit of the pilgrimage undertaken 
by Italian Catholics to the greatest sanctuary” 
Framce dedicated to the holy virgin. ae 


Work Follows Morning Walk. 


In the verdure of the splendid vatican gar- 
dens Pius X. finds pleasant distractidn from 
cares, but serious occupations call him back 
to his private apartments, so his walk can- 
not last more than an hour. In his study he 
finds an analysis of the day’s correspondence, 
which ts voluminous and to,which he gives 
up some time. Then he receives the reports 
of the various congregations and gives en-/ 
lightened judgment on all important, com- 
plicated, or doubtful questions. , 

Pius X. cannot bear carelessness and lack 
of order, regularity, or exactness. Extreme- 
‘'y conecientious, he deepises not the small- 
rat detatis. 

Next comes Mgr. Merry del Val, prosecre- 
ary of state. His holiness studies with him 
che delicate and difficult relationg,with for- 
‘ign govermments. After that official recep- 
tions, whether private or for business, begin, 
according to the day of the week or month, 
Stated audiences are granted by the major 
domo to cardinals of the various congrega- 
tions, secretaries, and high officials, but spe- 
celal audiences tire out the pope most. though 
he grants them freely, and has a stream of 
visitors from bishops, prelates, ambassadors, 
and representatives of Italian or foreign 
persons of note. 
an interview, with another a matter of busi- 
ness to be settled, or a question to be decided. 
He encourages, comforts, and blesses all. 


Has Won All Hearts. 


His affability already has won all hearts 
to Pius X. Those who come in contact with 
him speak of him as a father. It suffices 
to stand only a few minutes in the ante- 
room to watch those who come from audi- 
ence, especially if it is the first one they 
have obtained, to see the affection the pope 
inspires at once. The faces of all beam with 
joy; many even weep with emotion. 

The other day an old prelate from the 
north of Italy, coming from audience, 
stopped, as is the custom, in the hall called 
equerries’ hall, in order to lay aside his violet 
cloak according to etiquette. While the 


‘ gervant was helping him the prelate was so 
worked up that he could not’ hold back his: 


tears. The servant, rather alarmed, asked 
him the cause of his emotion. The prelate’s 
answer was overheard: ‘‘ If you could have 


the happiness of speaking to Pius X. you | 


would be asmuch moved as I. That man is 
a saint.”’ 

Toward noon the pope dines. After that 
frugal meal he takes a short nap, which 
does not last more than an hour. Then he 
begins to recite his breviary and again takes 
up his other occupations. At 6 in the even- 
ing, accompanied by Don Pescini, an intelli- 
gent, sympathetic young priest, who for the 
moment takes the place of Mer. Bressani 
as the pope’s private secretary; by Mgr. Bis- 
ieti, the chamberlain; by Sili, he takes a walk 
in the third loggia, where some unknown 
artist has painted the geographical charts 
of his time, and where Mantovani, Galli, 
and Consoni decorated the ceiling with some 
of the episodes of Pius IX.'s pontificate. 

Usually when the pope comes out of the 
loggia he finds some twenty persons, men 
and women, mostly strangers come to Rome 
in order to kise the pope's foot. He talks a 
few minutes with all, astonishing all present 
not only by his marvelous knowledge of 
facts, even of little importance, but also by 

extreme kindness and paternal amia- 
bility with which he receives hie visitors. 


His Quiet Evenings. 


‘When the audiences are over the pope re- 
mains alone with the secretary, doors opening 
imto the loggia being closed, or, for the sake of 
air, not closed, a guard placed at every en- 
twance to keep the people out. Then the 
pope, wholly free, walks up and down, talk- 
img to his secretary. Often he recalls his 
own Venice, looks at the paintings and deco- 
rations, and, above all, he never fails to cast 
@ glance over Rome and her surrounding 
hilis. Viewed from that height the hills 
sg taser a tangled network, lighted by 

sun ng under a great cano 
clouds of gold and fire. 

-The walk does not last much longer. The 
pope withdraws into his modest provisional 
«partment, taking up again his interrupted 
labors till about 9 o'clock. Then Pius xX. 
takes his second meal of the day. After half 
am hour he finishes reciting his breviary 
and if he\has a little time he may read a 
newspaper, but never later than 10:30, when 
es goes to rest. He needs it.

The “ Anglo-Saxon” myth, which so greatly 
fascinated even thinking men of Celtic blood and 
cognomen like Macaulay, is following in its wake. 
The “ Anglo-Saxons” are no longer low German 
tribes (Angles, Saxons, and Jutes), which stamped 
law, speech, and religion on all Romanized Celts 
they did not kill off in the British isles, thereby 
forming the English speaking nations. The gods 
of the Saxons were old Celtic gods (Taylor: “Origin 
of the Aryans”). The “Anglo-Saxons ” themselves 


a mixture of Celts (conventional sense), Celtibe-- 


rians, Teutons (conventional sense), Sclaves (con- 
ventional sense), with low primitive races, were no more Teutons (Keane: 
«pihnology”) than the high Germans (Kelto-Sclavo-Teutons) were Teutons, 
or the Bohemians (Kelto-Teuto-Sclaves) were Sclayes, or the French and 
Spaniards (Ibero-Kelto-Teutons) were Latins, or the Trish and Welsh 
(Siluro-Kelto-Teutons) were Celts. All Celtiberians who came northward 
in Europe from Africa (Sergi: “The Mediterranean Race”) mingled every- 
where with Mongolic elements like the Tuens and Finns, and even more 
primitive races, as well as the conventional Celts, Teutons, and Sclaves. 
The Teutonic sociologic ideal, where not dominated by the Celt or

of the English speaking nations. The Celtic Brehon (or breast) laws had 
the same regard for the rights of the individua) freemen that English com- 
mon law has in criminal matters, and even more regard for woman. The 
English common law is tainted here by judge made law and the contempt 
for woman of oriental Christianity. What the king wanted under Norman 
polity judges legislated under pretext of saying what law was. In Wales 
and in the Scottish highlands, despite the Romans, democratic institutions 
still persisted at about the status of the-republic of the American Indian 
Six Nations (Daniel Wilson: “ A Typical American Race”). The status 
in the isle of Man (where the only local legislature in Britain exists) was 
higher. In Ireland, where the monarch was elective (Blton: “ Origins of 
English History ”), it was higher still. Macaulay erred when he derived 
the constitutional monarchies of the continent from Teutonic (conventional) 
sources. These constitutional monarchies were elective, either as to a 
dynasty or as to individuals. At times they assumed a federal type. 


Brian Boroihme was herditary lord of Munster, but elective overlord 


of Ireland. England still retains this type. Under the Tudors popular 
consent was specifically required at the coronation. When the present 
Hanoverian dynasty was chosen by act of parliament popular consent at 
the coronation sank to a mere symbol (De Moor: “Evolution by Atrophy’’). 

The comparative freedom of Ireland from the Roman yoke brought 
about, as Dallenger remarks, a peaceful evolution of a high civilization 


socialism. Work, as Lourie shows (“Rise of Universities”)—labor, farming, 
teachin,, and settlement work—was characteristic of western monarchism 
as opposed to Roman and oriental. The Irish cultivated Greek and Latin 
literature when the civilized world under the influence, of ascetic Chris- 
tianity had ceased so to do. From the Irish schools went forth bearers of 
learning to Wngland, Scotland, France, Germany, and the Scandinavian 
.countries. There was an Irish settlement at Bergen, Norway, an alleged 
descendant of which is the heroine of Bjjrnson’s “In God’s Ways.” Irish 
influence swept light into the dark ages. Where their schools were in 
Switzerland and elsewhere are now universities. The degree to which 
democratic ideals were thus sown is significantly shown in Iceland, where 
from 795 A. D. an Irish colony with branches in Greenland and on the 
mainland existed (Keary: “ Vikings in Western QOhristendom”), When 
Harold Fairhair, Gorm the Old, and Eric stamped oriental autocracy on 
the Scandinavians freedom loving men fled to Iceland; where a republic 
grew up which in 1100 A. D. had 4,500 active citizens, three-fourths of 
whom had Celtic blood in their veins. (Halliday Sparling: “ Volsung 
Saga”).

land Scotch, was declared heretical in England by the council of Whitby 
in 664 A. D., and later by Urban V. in a bull confirmed by his successors. 


still exists. Oppressive statutes, rendered still more oppressive by judicial 
interpretation, took the place of the Brehon law. England would not'stand 
such statutes a day. Where the Norman element prevails above the Celt 
Roman law, not common law, obtains. 

Fusion of Celtiberian and Celt in the “Anglo-Saxon” invaders, with the 
same element in the invaded, is significantly evident in the fact that Eng- 
lish, as Henry Morley remarks (“English Writers,” vol. I.), contain: “more 
Celtic words than would have been taken in the 
course of conflict and which are not such words as 
would have been learned from enemies.” 

These words denote an inmost fiber of Celtic 
thought.. The typical DWnglish speaking mind dis- 
plays a peculiarly philosophic trend, which combines 
search for facts’ with working hypotheses. Faraday 
(C. faradeagh, a dude) is a most marked example. 
This mind is conspicuously absent in the Grad- 
grinds, who are supposed to be peculiarly “Anglo-— 
Saxon.” 

Judged by their sociologic ideals, their speech, 
their ideals as to woman, and their philosophic trend, 
the English speaking nations are not “Anglo-Saxon ” 
in the conventional sense.

Authors Have “Dany Moo

ly indicate that they are produced under the in- 
fluence of their writers’ surroundings. 

The breeziness of Charles Kingsley’s best work 
proceeds partly from his healthy mind and body, 
and partly from his method of working. He mae- 
tered his ideas in the open, clothed them with 
words, and vitalized them with action while he 
was walking on the moors or along the banks of 
the chalk streams of Devon. The smell of the sea 
and the horror of the 

; “ Wreck of the Hesperus” are the resuk of his 
meditations after experiencing a heavy, disastrous hurricane. 

Bacon, the great Elizabethan philosopher and cynic, wrote in a small 
room, because he thought this helped to condense h‘s thoughts, terse and 
shrewd as they are. Cowper's idyllic sketches of in and out door life were 
conjured up in a summer house not bigger than a sedan chair, standing in 
@ garden rich with roses, honeysuckle, pinks, and other sweet smelling, 
old fashioned flowers. Inside this tiny edifice he also wrote his simple,

“Night Thoughts” while seated in a summer house, safe from intrusion 
and racket. But Kant, the German philosopher, had to leave a comfort-— 


able residence on account of the shrill throated chanticleer next door. 
Any other man except a philosopher would have wrung its neck! 

Some authors, like Beddoes, work best in the bosom of their family. 
Of these, Thackeray, Hood, Arnold of Rugby, Prestley, and Blake are 
among the most noteworthy. Yet there are others who are not able to 
produce unless they are alone and sitting within their own particular sanc- 
tum. Goethe was one of these; he was accustomed to a small room, plain- 
ly furnished, empty of any luxuries, with a common table for his desk. 

Other writers, again, cannot work save when surrounded with luxury 
and bedecked as if for a feast. It was Richardson who required a laced 
suit or court dress, and his right hand adorned with a flashing diamond 
ring, before he was able to write. From knowledge of this idiosyncrasy

himself in full court attire, bagwig, and ruffles, before he could put pen 
to paper. When his brain grew weary he procured the much needed stim- 
ulus by having his hair repeatedly dressed. :

Dickens rarely recast his work. Balzac never ceased trying to im- 
prove his novels. Flaubert and Maupassant were forever amending their 
proofs. Anthony Trollope recommended cobbler’s wax, and himself fol- 
lowed out his own advice by working regularly, putting in six hours a 
day'on his work. The same period George Eliot gave to her novels, and, 
although tasking her entire energies, seldom accomplished more than 400 
words.

enactment of anti-cruelty laws in states in which none then existed. 

And also during the momentous year of 1877 the society procured the 
passage of a law authorizing the appointment of state humane agents for 
exclusive duty at several stockyards in the state. Unfortunately, however, 
in recent years the beneficent object and purpose of this act have fallen a 
prey to political preferment, and the society is practically divested of the 
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entrance gate and his hall door lay thirty good Irish miles. Upon this 
vast estate the first humane society took form, fom cruelty was punished 
by “ Humanity Martin,” he being himself judge, counsel, and jury, and 
the offender was either committed to jail on the spot or received adequate 
punishment at the hands of “ Humanity Martin” himself. 

This trenchant action, however admirable, needs be recognized and 
sustained by the law. So rapid was the development of this humane senti- 
ment, the British parliament was actually driven to heed the pleading ad- 
vocates and become a protector of a “lower world” by enacting the “ ill 
treatment of cattle bill,”” commonly known as “ Martin’s act,” in the year 
1822—a memorable date in the history of humane legislation on account 
of the valuable precedent which it created. And on June 24, 1824, Col. 
Martin and a few benevolent individuals, men with consciences and com- 
passion, met in London, and the first- society for the prevention of cruelty 
to animals was then and there organized. | 

The society thus founded set a shining example to civilization. The 
late Henry Bergh of New York in 1866, thirty-two years later, founded 
-» the New York society; in 1868 the Massachusetts and Pennsylvania socie- 
ties were organized, and in the following year the Illinois Humane society 

was chartered by the state and organized. Now there are few of our sister 
states in which protection is not given to helpless animals and children by 
legislative enactment and the organization of humane societies thereunder, 
The workers in this little group in 1869 had no easy task before them. 
The stockyards, described as a modern Gehenna, was the field upon which 
the society drove its first stake. Our officers were instructed then as they

The initial transactions in United 
States Steel preferred and sinking fund bonds 
were heavy, while the common stock was 
fairly well held. Generally speaking, the 
industrial and miscellaneous stocks showed 
a firmer tone than they have done in some 
days past. 


The most conspicuous movement in the 
railway list was Chicago and Alton common, 
which showed a renewal of the strong ten- 
dency which appeared in that stock yester- 
day. There were few other movements of 
interest in the railway list, however. and 
the price movements were limited and I!rreg- 
ular. The active features were Erie, Read- 
ing. Pennsylvania, Atchison, Baltimore and 
Ohio, and St. Paul. Local traction stocks 
were dull. 


The figures of the bank statement are not 
susceptible of exact proof, inasmuch age the 
actual cash holdings were increased ‘by 
$2,740,000 and the loan account increased by 
$198,000, while the item of deposits rose only 
$400,000.

ALL GRAIN PRIGRS HIGHER 


UNUSUAL ACTIVITY IN THE VABRI- 
_OUS CASH MARKETS. 


Large Quantities of Wheat Moving 
Here and Duluth Also Reporting 
Substantial Sales—Millers in Differ- 
ent Parts of the Country All Want 
Grain to Grind—Corn Continues 
Firni, with Oats Showing Unusual 


Strength, 


There was a decided buoyancy in the 
wheat market yesterday, the result of @ 
much greater degree of activity in the cash 


market, and a consequent disappearance of 


available stock for either shipping or milling 
purposes. An early market influence was 
higher Liverpool cables, the opening being 
144d advance over previous closings and fina! 
quotations %d up. This was said to reflect 
British uneasiness over possible war com- 
plications between Russia and Japan and 
covering of shorts in the European markets. 
For a time there was a question whether 
heavy sales of red winter wheat late Friday 
were for shipment or simply represented 
a change of ownership in the property, but 
it was finally decided that the wheat was 
to move as soon as possibile. Another early 
influence. was primary receipts, these being 
but 895,600 bu, as against 1,198,200 bu last 
year. There was a moderate increase at 
Duluth and also at this point, but a substan- 
tial falling off at Minneapolis, in the day's 
inspection. The total in the three markets 
was 605 cars, against 671 a week ago and 
‘958 last year. Local inspection was 82 cars, 
of which 2 were contract. Estimated Mon- 
day, 100 cars.. The out inspection was 37 
cars and 180,000 bu. The principal south- 
western points were not liberally supplied, 
St. Louis reporting 44,000 bu, which com- 
pared with 139,000 bu last year. In the lead- 
ing outside markets all conditions were 
strong, with prices showing steady advances. 
These were not less than %4c In any of the 
markets, and made prices %@%c over pre- 
vious closes. Before noon the Minneapolis 
Duluth was up to 79c, as compared with 78%c 
at the close Friday. | 
Exporters Buying Northwest. 
Duluth reported a great deal of foreign 
buying in that market, and traders there 
were also on the bull side of the December 
and May at this point. Duluth reported 
gales of 300,000 bu for export. The Armour 
people were steady buyers of both the De- 
cember and May, although Spencer was on 
the selling #ide early. Cash demand was 
reported good in al! the outside markets, 
with Minnéapolis buyers unable to find suffi- 
cient quantities of wheat on sample cables 
to supply milling requirements. ‘This neces- 
sitated taking wheat out of store. World's 
shipments for the week are estimated at 


10,400,000 bu, of which Europe will take 


9,600,000 bu. Trade in the December deliv- 
ery was light and the market at times tight. 
Any transactions in considerable lots 
brought about rapid fluctuations. The con- 
ditions were weak around 78% and decidedly, 
firm at anything over 79c. Minneapolis 
stocks for the week increased 633,000 bu 
and are now 4,169,000 bu. The close was 
steady and strong at an advance of %@%sc 
on the December and lc on the May. Fresh 
local sales were 125,000 bu of No. 2 red win- 


ter. 
Corn a Little Higher. 

Corn was a moderately improved market, 
closing %@%c higher on the December and 
144.@%c on the May. Opening prices were gen- 
erally fractionally over Friday night’s close, 
and for awhile the situation Was easy on 
more liberal quick offerings than were ex- 
pected. Some heavy selling* was done by 
Comstock, Brosseau, Wells, and Cudahy. 
These transactions were both in December 
and May. Harris-Gates, Neafus, and a con- 
siderable line of scalpers took the early of- 
ferings and were later distinctly on the buy- 
ing side. There was a suggestion of depres- 
sion from the Bradstreet annual report, es- 
timating the yield 2,250,000,000, with the 
quality superior. to last year, but this was 
overcome later, and when oats began to 
show such decided strength corn algo par- 
ticipated. Inspection was 324 cars, of which 
28 were contract. Estimated for Monday, 330 
cars. All primary points, 403,800 bu, against 
181.500 last year. Primary sHipments were 
755,700 bu, as compared with 853,800 a year 
ago, Tips were in circulation that the gov- 
ernment report, due after the cloge, would 
show conditions one to two points lower than 
last month, but no special strength came 
from this source. The fact that shipments 
for the day were nearly 700,000 bu, while re- 
ceipts were only 202,000 bu, was a much more 
potent influence. 


“Bullish Tone in Oats. 


The strongest conditions on the floor were 
sold in oats, all of which deliveries made 
sharp advances. From a close last night at 
shige om the October a quotation of 37%c was 
established before noon. The December sold 
up from to and the May from 87\%c 
to S8%ec. Closing prices showed a general 
advance of 1@1%4c. The talk everywhere was 
of rapid disappearance of contract stocks. 
the supply at the end of the week not being 
over 500,000 bu. There was a great call from 
both shorts and local bulls and some heavy 
buying was done by Howe, Bartlett-Frazier, 
Patten, Essex, and other heavy local traders. 
Both St. Louis and Kansas City were claimed 
to be buying In this market, the May price 
here being cheaper than thé cash in those 
markets. Inspection was 171 cars, of which 
two were contract. Estimated Monday, 215 
cars. Receipts for the week were only 1,065 
cars, of which but 50 were contract. With-' 
drawals yesterday were 17 cars and 85,000 bu. 


Provision Values Are Higher. 


Provisions were: in better demand and 
higher. There was an advance of 5@10c in 
prices of hogs at the yards, and the market 
for provisions also had help from the 
strength in grains. An exception to the list 
was October lard, which declined sharply on 
liquidating sales by one of the local packing 
concerns. There was some covering of 
shorts in January ribs and lard for Milwau- 
kee packers, and free sales of the January 
ribs and May pork by one of the largest local 
packers. The packing of hogs here from 
March to date aggregates 3,541,000, as com- 
pared with 3.558,000 hogs for the correspond- 
ing period of last year. The receipts for the 
week were 104,000, as compared with 111,000 
a year ago.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

The situation in oats ig steadily showing 
more strength, and predictions that the De- 
cember will sell at 40c are much more gep- 
eral than heretofore. Some of tie big lotal 
specialists are keeping particularly close 
watch of the country situation, and claim to 
see few oats heading toward this market. 
Meanwhile the shipping demand) is practi- 
cally wiping out the local contract stocks, 
and it is becoming more and more a question 
where fresh supplies are coming from. The 
New England demand has about cleaned up 
the country between this and the seaboard, 
but the western trade, especially around 
Kansas City and St. Louis, is calling for un- 
expectedly large quantities. It is altogether 
probable that oats will be shipped back to 
points from which they originally came at 
substantially higher prices than the car lots 
originally brought in this market. There is 
bélieved to be a big holding of oats by such 
specialists at Patten and Howe, and they 
show no dispositton to part withthem. There 
are few traders in the iocal market who have- 
been more successful in oats speculation 
than Patten, and he is talking in a decidedly 
bullish way on this grain. : 

English farmers’ deliveries for the week 
were 456,000 bu, the same as a week ago, but 
the average price was less,,at 78\(c. 
Last year’s deliveries were 584,000 bu, at an 
average price of T6%c. 

Estimated receipts Monday: Wheat, 100 
cars;. corn, 330 cars; oats, 215 cars; hogs, 
21,000; for the week, 106,000. 

The strike situation at Minneapolis was ap- 
parently on in ea mild way yesterday, al- 
though the strikers are said to be weaken- 
ing. and the situation from a milling stand- 
point steadily improving. Considering the 
scarcity of cash wheat in the Minneapolis 
market, it would seem to not make’ much 
difference whether mills are running or not 
because of the fair chances that they may be 
required to shut down for lack of supplies. 
Millers were reported as taking wheat out 
of store yesterday, being unable to supply 
immediate requirements from sample tables. 

Estimates on the visible wheat increase 
tomorrow make it 1,750,000 bu. 

‘No. 3 corn Is selling here at 4c over De- 
cember, and No. 4 corn at December price,"’ 
said Mr. Patten. ‘ The bears have been 
telling us that this cash corn was going to a 
carrying charge. I think it is about time to 
buy a little corn and take the scalp off of 
them.” 

Bradstreet’s figures on weekly exports of 
2.378,000 bu were “ corrected " yesterday to 
read 4,407,000, but the “correction ’”’ later 
appeared to be Incorrect.

“ Algy’”’ in its present form is about the 
dullest, commonest show the local stage has 
seen in many a month. It is simply impossi- 
ble, and although Miss Tilley and her com- 
pany—an organization of good abilities—work 
hard to please, the result, aside from Miss 
Tilley’s music hall specialties, is dismal! in- 
deed. It has been officially announced that 
Clyde Fitch did prepare a version of ‘‘ Le 
Petit Jeune Homme” for Miss Tilley’s use 
in this country, but it is also averred—and no 
one will be inclined to doubt the truth of the 
statement—that the version offered here 
last week contained scarcely a Mine by Mr. 
Fitch. An enterprising stage manager ‘“‘ im- 
proved ’’ the version the playwright had fur- 
nished, and with what dire results every 
patron of the Garrick has seen. Now it ‘s 
understood that Mr. Fitch is to come here 
from New York, and that within a short 
time a new “ Algy ”’ is to be offered us. That 
it will be better than the present concoction 
is positive--it couldn't be worse. The foun- 
dation idea of Algy,”’ while not new, is 
nevertheless a serviceable one, and an en- 
joyable farce should be built up from it if 
the proper skill and inventive power were 
at hand. But the present manuscript with 
its abundant profanity, its coarseness, and 
its suggestiveness must be thrown aside and 
a piece. written which Miss Tilley’s songs 
are introduced throughout the different acts 
instead of being bunched as they now are.

“John Ermine’’ has an intermezzo com- 
posed by Arthur Weld for use between the 
two scenes that make up the last act of the 
play. Yet of what real use in either instance 
did this music prove? None whatever. It 
was useless because it was not heaard. The 
majority of the theatergoers present paid 
absolutely no attention to any jof the 
entr’'acte numbers and the conversation in 
which they indulged prevented the small 
minority that might have cared to listen from 
hearing anything. At the Grand the lights 
in the house were kept lowered while the 
change of scene took place, but this darken- 
ing of the auditorium in nowise dampened 
the ardor of the talkers. Chatter began the 


‘moment the curtain fell and the Weld music 


was unheard. In “ The Eternal City” the 
incidental music which accompanies some of 
the action was made cntirely ineffectual be- 
cause of the orehestra being so concealed 


under the stage that tonal distinctness was | 


lost. Incidental music—played during open 
scene—is the only portion of a score specially 
prepared that stands any chance of being of 
use, and so long as our theater orchestras 
are situated as the majority of them are at 
present even it is comparatively useless. 
Entr’actes are valueless so long as the 
amusement seeking public looks upon the 
drama merely as a means of diversion rather 
than an art form and regards the fall of the 
curtain as a signal for the commencement of

Burns Out Diseased Tissues. 

In such operations the radium used fs inclosed in a case, 
which in appearance may be compared to the pepper grinding . 
contrivances usually. seen on the tables of French restaurants. 
At one end is a small glass dish, behind which a few sparks 
of the radium may be discerned. This end is applied to the 
affected parts,/and the rays, which fly off at the rate of light or 
at the rapidity of 185,000 miles a second, penetrate the glass 
and eat into the flesh. The resultant wound requires a con- 
siderable time to heal, at times several months. 

Surgeons are speculating as to the probability of radium 
affording a cure for the dread scourge of cancer. “Two cases 
in Vienna were treated by local applications of:radium and 
the disease is said to have disappeared under the treatment. 
Time must elapse before it can be ascertained whether this 
disappearance resulted from a complete cure or whether the 
benefit merely is temporary. It may reassert itself and the 
surgeons in charge are watching anxiously to determine if 
the cure may be pronounced absolute. 


* Sight Restored by Its Use. 


Even more remarkable than these are the cures credited 
to a Russian scientist, Prof. Lunden. It is claimed that by 
the application and use of radium he has restored sight to 
two blind boys. They were 11 and 13 years old and had been 
blind since their first year. They were taken into a dark 
room when the treatment was given. A tube containing ra- 
dium was held near their foreheads and eyes. At the same, 
time an outline of familiar objects was thrown on @ screen 
illuminated by radium. By associating the pictures with 
articles known through the sense of touch the boys were able 
to recogpise a number of coina, keys, @ crosg, and other 


* 


articles. It is affirmed now that they have learned the Rus- 
sian alphabet. 

The potency of the rays is illustrated by other experi- 
ments conducted by this Russian professor. He bound the 
eyes of two persons tightly so that they could not see. Then 
he held radium within a few inches of the forehead, and, it is 
declaged, the blindfolded persons were able to distinguish all 
the objects in the darkened room. 

English ophthalmic surgeons are not satisfied as to the 


condition of the gptic neryes gf the blind persqns ajjeged to

have been cured by the application of radium, but they do 
not deny the possibility of the metal bringing sight to the 
eyes of people not born blind. Science has barely touched the 
fringe of the possibilities in the new metal. 


Tried in Many Iils. 


Nasal troubles have been treated by small tubes containing 
redium, which are inserted in the nostrils. It has been used 
in cases of persistent neuralgia. It has destroyed the bacilli 
of typhoid, cholera, and anthrax. It is as potent to kill as to 
cure. Small quantities of radium brought to living creatures 
cause a death as sure as it is mysterious. Live mice exposed 
to the influences of three-hundredths of a grain of radium 
salt were seized with paralysis of the cerebral nervous system, 
succeeded by a complete suspension of the functions and by 


@eath. 


A larger quantity of radium exposed in a room in which 
persons were confined and uhable to escape would, it is de- 
clared, produce the same result. There is a hint for some 
up to date scientific novelist. 

Scientists, doctors, and chemists who handle radium do so 
with the greatest care. Sir William Crookes recently carried 


a small piece in his xest pooke}andupon going home stretched 


himself out for a nap. He was awakened by a severe burning 


pain ‘a his side and upon examination discovered that the 
minute quantity of radium had burned through his clothes 
and had caused a severe blister on his side. 

Many experimenters now carry the metal in small lead 


boxes. Although the radium burns, the sensation is one of 


cold rather than heat.

Metal’s Vagaries Work Wonders.: 

There is, in short, no end to the vagaries and wonder work- 
ing effects of the metal Prof. G. Bohn exposed the larva 
of frogs to radium rays. The larve showed decided accelera- 
tion of growth and became tadpoles in eight days. Further 
exposure of the tadpoles to the radium resulted in their be- 
coming monstrosities. 

The scarcity and dearness of radium retard a more general 
research into its possibilities. At present it is sold in Ger- 
many, whence it is imported to this country at $2 a mili- 
gramme. At this rate one pound of &, if such a quantity were 
obtainable, would cost over $1,000,000. It is announced, how- 
ever, that a company has been promoted to extract the ele- 
ment from a great deposit of uranium ore in Grand county, 
Utah.

surprisingly beautiful even in England. 

Long custom had given such a languishing 

tenderness to her looks that she never opened 

her eyes but, like a Chinese, and when she 
ogled one would Lave thought she were doing 
something else.” 

The delicate, exquisite stateliness of the 
fine women of Gainsborough, Reynolds, and 
other eighteenth century painiters is perfect- 
ly expressed in the following pen picture of 
Mrs. Delany miade by hef fiusdand in 1755: 

With.a person finely proportioned, she 
had a most lovely face, of great sweetness, 
set off with a head of fine hair, and a com- 
plexion that nothing could outdo or equal. 
Her eyes were bright—indeed, I never could 
tell what color they were—but to the best of 
my knowl e they were what Solomon 
called ‘ doVes’ eyes,’ and she is almost the 
only woman I ever saw whose lips were 
scarlet. 

‘‘ The sweetness arising from united graces 
was guarded by a dignity which kept all ad- 
mirers in awe in so much that she was the 
woman in the world to whom that fine de- 
scription of Solomon could best be applied: 
‘ Fair as the moon, ¢lear as the sun, but ter- 
rible as an army with banners.’ ”’ 

Last Century Brought New Type. 

The early nineteenth century brought in 
quite a new type of girl, of which Lawrence 
and his contemporaries have left some lov- 
able records. At this time the startling in- 
novations in dress, especially the short 
waisted, clinging frocks, though exposing the 
person to an-almost unheard of degree, yet, 
curiously enough, gave an air of childlike 
innocent simplicity to the wearers, which was 
much aided by the fashion of wearing the hair 
parted in the middie, with soft baby curls 
about the face. Lord Byron's description of 
the intractable Miss Millbank, though this 
was a few years later, pleasantly sketches 
this attractive creature. 

“There was something piquant and what 
we term pretty about Miss Millbank. Her 
features were small and feminine, though not 
regular; she had the fairest skin imaginable; 
her figure was perfect for her height, and 
there was a simplicity, a retired modesty 
about her which was characteristic .and 
formed a happy contrast to the cold, artificial 
formality which is called fashion.”’ 

Modesty Comes in Fashion. 

It appears that simplicity and modesty 
were just coming into fashion, but it was 
soon to be the day of Thackeray’s adofed 
heroine, “‘ the kind, fresh, smiling, artless, 
tender little domestic goddess, whom men 
are inclined to worship,’ “ the pure, bashful 
maiden, modest, tender, trustful, weak, a

simple, yielding, faithful creature,’ and 80 
on the end of the chapter. ; 

Her features were in all the books and 
magazines and left their impress upon every 
portrait. Sensibility and sweetness were 
fashionable, and she grew sweeter and 
sweeter until she dwindled away into in- 
sipidity. 

This type, with the head carried in a depre- 
cating, birdlike manner; the oval face 
framed in meekly parted hair, the enormous 
eyes shyly drooping, the unnaturally small 
mouth curved upward in a sweet, confiding 
smile, gradually gave place to a girl who 
might have come from another world. Now 
it will mot be admitted that sixty years ago 
girls had sweeter natures than they have 
today, and yet the fashionable expression at 
present seems to be a repellant one. 


Present Fashionable Type Repellant. 

It is either haughty, supercilious, cooly in- 
different, or simply {mpassive, but a well 
lifted chin, raised eyebrows, drooping lids 
and mouth corners, and a soldierly carriage 
of the head are the most salient character- 
istics of the fashionable type today. These 
in themselves, without any features worta 
speaking of, make an excellent imitation of 
the- Gibson girl. 

The imitations, it is to be feared, are much 
more numerous than the real article, and it 
is no more universal than it ever was to have 
level brows, beautiful eyes, short, straight 
nose, nobly curved lips and chin, in short, 
to be extremely handsome in a boyish man- 
ner, and distinctly after a classic model. As 
a living reality the Gibson girl only exists 
in individual instances, and when you find 
her she stands forth a goddess indeed—be- 
cause she happens to be in fashion. 

Bach one of these types Which have from 
generation to generation been painted and 
poetized into celebrity have existed since 
the beginning of fashion, and that was born 
in the paleeolithic age, at least. But here is 
the little bit of tragedy of it all—many a 
pretty woman is buried from a fashionable 
standpoint because her peculiar type of 
beauty does not happen to comply with the 
exigencies of the time. 

Look about for these lost types—you can 
find them all. That girl who ts quite ugly in 
a shirt waist, a pompadour, and a scornful 
demeanor, would be quaint and charming 
enough in the close coiffure and demure ex-, 
pression with which Holbein would have 
painted her. That maiden with the large, 
confiding eyes and tiny rosebud mouth is 
so insignificant that you hardly notice her, 
but sixty years ago she would have beena 
veritable fairy in flowing ringlets.

songs a house sells to the jobbers and to the 
stores the more money the house makes, 
The question that is- vital is to create a de- 
mand for the song.

A person goes to see a musical comedy, a 


light opera, or a vaudeville show. He or 


she hears a song that strikes fancy. 


the 


person to go to a store and ask for that song 
is the problem, 

The singers—that is, the professional sing- 
ers—know that it is through them that this 
demand is created. They know that as soon 
as they sing a catchy song people in the 
audience will want to buy it. Although 
these singers get good salaries for singing 
they feel that in picking up an untried song 
they are taking a risk. They expect the 
publisher of the song to stand therisk. That 
is where the silk dresses and the suits of 
clothes and the suppers and the jewelry 
come in. 

The scouts of the music publishing house 
are instructed to make a certain new song 
pepular. They hunt up as many good sing- 
ers as they can. They play the song over 
for them, let them try their voices with it, 
and then give them free as many copies as 
they want. In many cases they also give 
them a more substantial inducement. 

The singer takes the song, sings it in pub- 
lic, keeps singing it in public, and in a week 
or two the song is popular and the sales 
begin to show the good effect of the scout’s 
work. 

Some singers write their own songs. Others 
have their songs written for them. Most of 
them depend upon the output of the music 
publishers. Often they demand the right to 
be the only singer to sing the song in a cer- 
tain’ week. They want to become identified 
with the song. The publishers are always 
willing, for it means money for them. 

The bonus that they pay the singer comes 
back to them many fold. The sales go up- 
ward at a bound and money flowsin. After 
the man who wrote.the words and the man 
who wrote the music and the man who made 
the plates for the songget their money there 
is always a great deal Jeft for the publisher— 
that is, if the song becomes popular.

[F IT DOESN'TSUIT. 


Cost Will Be Fifty Dollars, but 
What's That to a Jarring 
Patronymic? 


F your hame isn’t just to your liking, and 
one suggests itself to your imagination 
as prettier or more distinguished, the 
Cireuit courts of Cook county are pre- 
pared to equip you with the new designa- 
tion just so soon as you have complied with 
the court procedures and paid the costs of the 
or it comes to a bit of court procedure and 
the expenditure of $00, perhaps, before the 
new name is accredited and entered as 
permanent and binding by court decree. 
Generally speaking, they are persons of 
most common or most uncommon names who 
seek the processes of the courts to effect the 
change. The first move that.is made is the 
filing of a petition directed to the judges of 
the Circuit court, asking for the change, and 
specifying the name which the petitioner 
seeks. Previous to this petition a ecard an- 
nouncing the application for the change must 
have been printed six times In a legal news- 
paper in the county, and each of these 
notices must have been printed before the 
opening day of the court term. 


Decree Costs About $50. 

Ten dollars is the fee for filing the petition. 
According to the circulation of the legal 
newspaper the charge for printing the notices 
will be great or small, and when the appli- 
-eation goes before the court for a hearing 
the petitioner will have to be represented by 
counsel. S86 that by the time a decree is 
rendered, allowing ‘‘ Jacob Yeller,” for in- 
stance, to take the name of “ Ernest H. Bur- 
gess”’ the cost may easily have been $50. 
As to the time necessary, it may have been 
from six weeks to three years. 

Naturally more men than women apply to 
the courts to have their names changed, but 
simply a glance at the indices in the office 
of the Circuit clerk will indicate something 
of the proportion of women to men in these 
petitions. One woman to five men is about 
the proportion of changing names in Chi- 
cago: sometimes there isa rush on thé courts 
and again for weeks not a single application 


filed. 


In many cases there isa slight cause on the 
face of things to prompt the petition. Where 
a name is of foreign extraction and un- 
wieldy and difficult to pronounce it is recag- 
nized at once that to Anglicize it is a matter 
which really concerns the public welfare. 
On the other hand, there are applications for 
change: of name where only a family preju- 
dice could have influenced the request. , 


Names They Seek to Shun. 


In the following list George T. Berg was 
not so badly off as to have to appeal to the 
courts. Lilian Lacy, Katherine G. Post, 
and Grace Salisbury might have stuck tothe 
old names without fear of becoming hopelese- 
ly lost in the cosmopolitanism of Chicago. 
On the other hand, it is not strange that cer- 
tain members in the list grew tired of their 
family names.

Lars Christiansen sought to 
have his name changed to Louis Christian 
Dalhousie, while Samuel Grodinsky would 
like to be called Samuel Grodson, 

Coming into court for a finding on the peti- 
tion, the twhole matter has the same status 
as a civil suit. If,some one may object for 
cause and prove to the court that the peti- 
tioner has no right to ask the privilege, 
the. court may refuse it. 


Petition May Be Contested. 


“1 bave never heard of a contested case 
of the kind, however,” said John H. Best, 
chief law writer of the Cook. county Circuit 
court.”” Ordinarily the only objections that 
might be filed to such a petition would come 
from mercantile agencies or abstract firms, 
and I have never heard of such interferences. 
For. the most part the names preserted here 
for change are hard to spell and still harder 
to pronounce, and most English speaking 
people will be glad to see the changes made. 

“One of the worst cases that I recall in 
many years is that of a man named John 
Smith, who had sweated under the name 
years and years here in Chicago. Finally 
some John Smith had a~wheavy judgment 
found against him, and thisother John Smith 
found himself under the burden of proving 
or attempting to prove that it was another 
John Smith altogether. He was not success- 
ful, and he’ finally came into court with a 
petition for a name that was a jawbreaker. 
His point of view was that he had suffered 
long enough from a common name—that 
while he was at it he wanted something 
which couldn’t be confused. And he got it, 
guess.’ 


Granting of Decree Most Formal. 

In the Circuit court of Cook county there is 
a form whereby the person who is granted a 
change of name comes into possession of it 
in the most formal of orders. According to 
Mr. Best's *“‘ Encyclopedia of Common Law 
Orders,’’ it reads: 

“Therefore, it is considered by the court 
that the name of the petitioner, John Smith, 
-be and the same is hereby changed to Johp 
Lawrence, and that he from 


this date be legally and lawfully known and 
designated by the name of\ohn Lawrence, 
according to the prayer of his said petition.”’

LESSON NO. 68—Food for Chifdren. 


ROBABLY the one desire common to 
is that their children may 
be physically strong and healthy. They 
do not, however, always realize that 
the responsibility of making and keep- 
ing them so depends in large measure upon 
themselves. It is the mother’s business to 
regulate the food, clothing, and surroundings 
of her children, and their health, toa great 
extent, depends on these. $ | 

Undoubtedly, the most important factor in 
the child’s health is proper food. Food suit- 
able for older persons is not always the best 
for children, and the child’s choice is not al- 
ways to be relied upon. “ Stuff and non- 
sense,”’ many old fashioned people will say, 
* give the child what it craves, nature will 
take care of it.” Were children in a state 
of nature, living constantly in the open air 
and exercising their bodies at their own free 
will, undoubtedly their appetites might be 
safely trusted to select the food necessary 
for their nourishment, but children in the 
modern schoolroom are living under artificial 
conditions. They are sitting in enforced still- 
ness of body and are deprived by bad ventila- 
tion of their full share of oxygen. It can be 
readily seen that under these conditions 
diet becomes a matter of great importance. 
We can at least see that they have easily 
digested, nourishing food, palatable enough 
for them to relish it so that they will eat 
sufficient quantities. Children really need 
more food than adults, that is, food more 
highly - nutritious (not necessarily greater 
quantities), for with them both growth and 
greater activity must be taken into consid- 
eration as well as repair. 

Food serves two great purposes—to build 
up flesh and bonés, nerves and blood, and to 
furnish energy and heat to the body. Pro- 
tein is the great body builder. It is formed 
in large quantities in meat, fish, eggs, milk, 
cheese, and in some vegetables and meals, as 
peas, beans, oatmeal, wheat flour, rye, and 
cornmeal. Heat and energy are furnished 
partly by fats, as cream, oil, butter, etc., and 
partly by starch contained in potatoes, rice, 
tapioca, and sugar. Children require a large 
amount of the latter class of food. Fat;star- 
vation is common in young children. For- 
tunately, both classes of food materials are 
contained in many articles of diet, as bread, 
oOatmeals, beans, ete. It is not the most ex- 
pensive food that is the most nourishing, and 
the mother of moderate means by a littlecare 
and thought may give her child all the sub- 


stances necessary to develop his body as well 
as the millionaire. ; | 

It is important that breakfast should be 
substantial enough to lay a good foundation 
for the day’s work. It should consist of fruit, 
a cereal, bacon, fish, or eggs,and toast. Hot 
rolis are not desirable for children, but corn 
bread may be given occasionally. The bev- 


‘erage should be cocoa or chocolate. 


The hearty meal of the day should be at 
noon, It is still a disputed question as to 
whether*or not young children should have 
meat, but it is generally thought best to give 
it in moderate quantities after the age of 2. 
If it forms a regular part of the daily food it 
should be given at the noon dinner. Beef 
and mutton are best, preferably roasted or 
broiled, but they may also be boised or 
stewed, never fried. Pork or veal should 
not be eaten by children. There should be 
potatoes or rice with ihe meat, and one oiher 
vegetable, it matters little what as long as 
it is well cooked. A simple salad may fol- 
low this, preferably lettuce, with French 
dressing. The meal should be concluded with 
a simple pudding, fruit, orice cream. Pastry 
and cake-should be given sparingly. Water 
should be the only beverageat dinner. 

In preparing supper two considerations 
must be taken into account. It is the last 
meal of the day, and the child's digestion 
must not be overtaxed or his sleep will be 
restless, yet his food must not be too slender 
in quantity or light in quality, as it is all he 
will have for twelve hours. Soup is desirable 
at this meal, then eggs or a cereal may fol- 
low. Well cooked cornmeal or hominy makes 
an agreeable change. The me@ must be 
completed by bread and butter, stewed fruit, 
baked apples, honey, or preserves. The bev- 
erage should be milk or water. 

There are several considerations that are 
necessary in order that food may be well 
digested. They are thorough mastication, a 
cheerful frame of mind, and rest after eat- 
ing. Dinner should be ready when the chil- 
dren come, from school, so that they may 
not have to eat and then run to bein time 
for the afternoon sesséon. 

The question of eating between meals is a 
much mooted one, but my own experience 
has taught me that it is better to give them 
something ‘in the middle of the afternoon if 
they demand it. Then they will not eat their 
supper so rapidly as to interfere with diges- 
tion. Fruit, bread, and crackers may be 
eaten in the afternoon with impunity, or oc- 
casionally a little sweet chocolate.

Painter’s Romance. 


ERMAN VON MICHALOSKI, a meri- 


torious painter and of great youth- 

ful promise, died in Chicago the other 

day. Although “ penury”’ did not 

“check his noble rage and freeze the 

eurrents of his soul,”’ certain unfore- 

wns in his life narrowed his field and 

his artistic ambition. . He was born 

in 1860 and graduated at the acad- 

-gapetthat city under the special instruction 

well known historical ‘painter, Lin- 

midt. He subsequently studied in 

mich, also. In both cities he won medals, 

diplomas, and predictions from artists like 

Thumann and Werner, of his becoming a 

‘wertpy successor Of Hans Makart in his- 
torical painting. 

Suddenly an offer whose amount, measured 

German standards seemed large, tempted 

him to marry and to come to Milwaukee, to 

engaged in the painting of cycloramas. The 


higher cost of living unexpectedly shrank the © 


anticipated income and prevented his realiz- 
ing the little fortune he had hoped to ac- 
eumulate and thereby be enabied to achieve 
greater things in a more artistic field. This 
work on productions like the battles of At- 
lanta, Chattanooga, and Missionary Ridge, 
and “Christ Entering Jerusalem,’’ came to 
an end during the hard times of ten years 
ago. Since then he devoted himself in Mil- 
waukee and Chicago chiefly to portraiture. 
His work was conscientious, yet swift, and 
he had the happy faculty of satisfying his 
patrons. Five portraits by him hang on 
the walls of the Germania club. Among 
others he executed are those of Mr. and 
Mrs. Otto Schneider, Mr. and Mrs. Rosen- 
berg, Col. Hecker, the family of John Kranz, 
the late Mrs. Eugene Prussing, Dr. Nicholas 
Senn, the late Dr. Thannheimer, Mr. Pabst 
of Milwaukee, the late Lieut. Gov. Stone of 
Wisconsin. the late Lieut. Gov. Koerner of 
Winois. 
Gchiller building—‘‘The Homage of the 
Wuses "—is also his work. 
The attractive characteristics of the man 
himself..were demonstrated by fhe “warm 
tiendships he made, by his never allowing 
the young wife he suddenly took from home 
wifamily in Berlin for a moment to regret

_A Curios‘ty Shop. 


HE Heide collection in this city of rare 

T engravings, old paintings, and articles 

of “ Bigotry and Virtue,” as Mrs. Mal- 

aprop called them, was gathered by an 
amateur for private pleasure. Among them 
is an exquisitely carved ivory mirror frame 
made for the late “mad king’ of Bavaria 
by-a Munich artisan. It was refused after 
his seclusion in an asylum, as were 4ll ar- 
ticles ordered by him but not delivered before 
the regency was established. It is extremely 
omate'and delicately wrought into shells, 
flowers, wreaths, and cascades of water, 
lightly relieved with inlaid gold. Its design 
is fanciful rather than artistic, but noticeable 
for-workmanship. Another carving is of 
Virgin and child: Finer than the famous 
cherry stone carvings, the profiles of both 
figures, almost microscopic, are perfectly and 
exquisitely outlined. 

Another curiosity is a famous Kreuzer 
vase, said to be of the sixteenth century— 
glazed pottery a foot in height, with pewter 
base and handle, cream and brown in color. 
In three recesses are seen groups of figures 
behind open work formed of the three crosses 
mm the crucifixion scene. The rest of the 
vase is incrusted with scores of figures rep- 
Tesenting Abraham's sacrifice of Isaac. 
Moses and the ‘brazen serpent, Visgin and 
shld, mounted soldiers, and the like. These 


The allegorical decoration in the - 


figures, although only from a quarter to half 
an inch high, are distinct in outline and fea- 
ture—betokening painstaking workmanship. 
Clouds, trees, and grass are skillfully rep- 
resented by mere shreds of pottery. It is 
deemed to belong to the first order of ceramic 
mastercraft and was a delight of Rudolf II. 
of Austria, a good friend to art four cen- 
turies ago. He placed it in the collection at 
Prague, where it staid for two centuries, 
when the museum wa: turned into barracks 
and it began its wanderings. Its present 
owner is its sixth, at a cost of nearly $5,000. 

Another rich and interesting but modern 
exhibit is a Louis XVI. round table., On its 
top, two feet in diameter, is a full length 
Sevres portrait of that king fn full robes and 
royal regalia, gorgeous in color, and with 
all the splendid flummery deemed necessar 
to the proper advertisement of sovereignty. 
In a band surrounding his figure are min- 
jatures, inferior in quality, of Marie An- 
toinette and her court. 

Among smaller objects is an oxidized silver 
oleum cup, used in ritualistic services, on 
account of which the Munich Antiquarian 
society set a special day for discussing the 
date of its manufacture. 
day’s debate over its other markings as- 
signed it to a century before. There was 
almost as much excitement as in the famous 
session of the Society of the Stanislaus re- 
ported in verse by Bret Harte. There are 
heavy renaissance gold embroideries—altar 
pieces and coats of arms—made in convents 
or during the leisure hours of courts and 
palaces. There is a Napoleonic watch charm, 
which in the space of a nutshell holds a 
music box that plays minuets. There are an- 
tique bronze clocks that perhaps keep better 


time in playing their chimes than in mark- 
ing the hours; and ivory miniatures by 
Sauvage and Goddefrey, and one of the 
duchess of Kent, Queen Victoria's mother, 
nearly a century old. 
Fine Horse at the Institste. 
WHITE horse surmounted by a sturay 
A rider of marked countenance, sitting 
straight in his saddle and looking over 
his left shoulder, now confronts the 
visitor who is allowed to. enter the corridor 
that leads to the hall of sculpture at the Art 
institute. It will soon, however, be a horse 
of another color—bronge like the original in 
Venice. It is the world famous equestrian 
statue of Bartholomew Coleoni, which Rus- 
kin promounced one of the. most glorious 
works of sculpturein the world. Coleoni was 
a famous Venetian fighter. If he were alive 
today, or if he be reincarnated, he is perhaps 
dynamiting trains in Montana or leading 
some of the.Bulgarian and Macedonian 
“bands.’’. At his death he left most-of his 
plunder for an equestrian statue df himself 
on the square of St. Marks. But a statute 
forbade the placing of statuesthere, It was 
therefore assigned to another plece of prop- 
erty belonging to St. Marks, a quarter ofa 
mile away, Had he been alive, the govern- 


ment would probably have heard from him 


for getting around his will by such a “ Yan- 
kee ”’ trick. His pugnacity seems to have been 
catching. Afiter this fight over the site there 
was another over the statue. Verroachio, 
sater Da Vinci’s teacher, claimed to have the 
contract for casting it, as well as designing 
and modeling it. When this was refused him, 
he broke the head and legs of the animal and 
fied. The government ordered him to return 
and be beheaded like his‘horse. Hena'turally 
declined the invitation, saying that the gov- 
ernment could neither put his head on again 
mor get him a new once. once it was off. 
Whereas, if they wanted a new head or legs 
for the horse, he could replace them. They 
refused, but as they had no use fora half- 
broken horse, Alexander Leopardi finished it, 
and has the credit under the saddle of the 
animal for making it. The details and or- 
namentation of saddle, bridle, and breast- 
piece are quite elaborate. The statue has 
another peculiarity to be found on few eques- 
trian statues. Both of its legs on the same

Art Notes.

He got out of it by explaining 
that he was only trying to cheapén it previ- 
ous to buying it, which he immediately did, 
sending the check for it next day. 

The International Studio (John Lane, pub- 
lisher) is rapidly attaining to the position of 
an authority on art, being in itself thoroughly 
artistic in its designs, its pictures, its repro- 
ductions, as well as in its own fine imprint 
and mechanical execution. It is wide in its 
scope in both representation and discussion. 
Its Titerary art is not neglected and its news 
is news, well presented, welltreated. Ameri- 
can art does not cut a great deal of figure in 
it; perhaps because there is, or is supposed 
to be, so little to cut. It so happens that the 
October, number contains interesting remin- 
iscencés of Whistler by his grandchildren, 
with numerous illustrations, and of Phil 
May, whose work as caricaturist and sketch 


seem deplorably premature. His sketches of 
street life had already made him famous. 
The article is also abundantly illustrated. 
The enterprise and thoroughness of both 
articles are characteristic of the work habitu- 
ally done in the Studio. 

The new features for lectures at the Art 
institute include a course of six by Edward 
Howard Griggs on the gift of civilization to 
the Italian. cities. Mr. Griggs’ reputation 
for scholarship, grace of diction, and keen 
analysis gives much interest to this an- 
nouncement. 

Mr. Russell Sturgis will deliver the Scam- 
mon lectureship course the coming season 
on some phases of architecture. 

The public school exhibit at the Art insti- 
‘tute has been attended by large numbers of 
the school children the last Week. Every 
afternoon the institute has swarmed with 
eager, interested pupils. In the city ordi- 
nance granting the site for the Art institute 
it was enacted that ali professors and teach- 
ers of the public schools should be admitted 
free of charge at any time. Pupils ac- 
companying teachers have the same privilege.

seen at Our Savior, where Mrs. Seymour, the only woman 
“ choirmaster ” in Chicago, not only organized and trained the 
choir, but put it into the vestments it now wears, which, by 
the way, are unustially pretty on account of the deep, nunilike 
collar. 
Outside of the Episcopa! church, which already has a half 
dozen mixed choirs in Chicago and the suburbs, with more 
in prospect, there are several large sectarian churches where 
the “angelic” choirs of pretty uniformed. girls are to be 
found.
